Bush stumps 
for Romney 


The president is raising $1 
million for Mitt Romney this 
week. What does he hope to 
gain in exchange?

RESIDENT GEORGE W. Bush will be 

in Boston October 4 to stump for GOP 
gubernatorial candidate Mitt Romney. Al- 
though Bush’s presence at a Romney 
fundraiser is expected to raise up to $1 mil- 
lion for the candidate, it’s less clear what 
Bush will get out of the visit. After all, both 
the House and Senate are up for grabs in 
November. Why would Bush expend time 
and resources in a state that is — in terms 
of presidential politics — a Democratic 
stronghold? When Bush visited Colorado 
and Arizona last week, he did so on behalf 
of congressional candidates Bob Beauprez 
and Rick Renzi, as well as for Matt Salmon, 
a Republican candidate for Arizona gover- 
nor. (Beauprez and Renzi face Democrats 
Mike Feeley and George Cordova respec- 
tively; Salmon is engaged in a bitter battle 
against Attorney General Janet Napolitano.) 
In Massachusetts, neither Democratic sena- 
tor John Kerry nor the 10 Democratic con- 
gressmen seeking re-election face any real 
competition. 

A closer look at Bush’s motives, though, 
reveals clear personal, political, and finan- 
cial reasons for a Bay State presidential visit 
at this time. And on closer inspection, the 
benefits to Romney become less clear. State 
party Democrats, who've invited former 
vice-president Al Gore to campaign for De- 
mocratic gubernatorial candidate Shannon 
O’Brien on the same day, maintain that the 
visit by the president, whose statewide fa- 
vorability rating in a Sunday Boston Globe 
poll has fallen by 16 points since August, 
will reinforce the public perception of Rom- 
ney’s conservatism. During the campaign 
Romney has stressed his credentials as an 
outsider, a successful businessman, and a 
reformer, and, in that spirit, he has re- 
frained from partisan Republican politics. 
The joint appearance with Bush will empha- 
size those areas in which Romney, despite 
his lurch to the center, holds fairly conser- 
vative views for Massachusetts — whether 
he’s calling for lower taxes at a time of

Friendly advice 


N AN ISSUE frenzy unique to political cam- 
paigns, the topic of involvement in communi- 
ties of color — or the lack thereof — by lead- 
ing gubernatorial candidates State Treasurer 
Shannon O’Brien and Republican businessman 
Mitt Romney has dominated the governor’s race 
this past week. State Senator Dianne Wilkerson 
kicked off the mania with an op-ed 
in the Boston Globe last Wednesday, 
in which she warned O’Brien of a 
“potentially fatal blow” to her cam- 
paign if she didn’t reach out to the 
minority voters who voted in the 
Democratic primary — but not for 
her. “Recent history would suggest 
that unless there is a dramatic shift between now 
and Nov. 5, communities of color will not be 
moved to vote for O’Brien in the final election,” 
Wilkerson wrote. 

Reverend Steven Thomas of the Asah Family 
Life Enrichment Center, who has done some 
community activism to address violence (particu- 
larly after the devastating murder of 10-year-old 
Trina Persad, who was shot this summer while 
playing at the Jermaine Goffigan Park), ratcheted 
up the rhetoric over the weekend when he an- 
nounced that he might encourage black voters to 
stay home on Election Day if O’Brien didn’t stop 
taking minority voters for granted. 

The Globe published a report Tuesday noting 
that neither campaign employs a person of color 
in a top-level position. This is deplorable. “A pox 
on all their houses,” says Boston city councilor 
Chuck Turner of Roxbury. “The reality is that 
they just don’t see us as part of the process.” 

To equate O’Brien with Romney on this score 
is self-defeating, however. As the Globe reported, 
the Romney/Kerry Healy campaign has 39 paid 
staffers, two of whom are members of minority 
groups. The O’Brien/Chris Gabrieli campaign 
has 29 paid staffers, four of whom are minorities. 
Put another way, the percentage of minorities on 
O’Brien’s paid staff is 14, which nearly mirrors 
that of the state (15 percent), while the best that 


can be said about Romney’s measly five percent is 


that at least he’s got a better record than that of 
the Augusta National Golf Club. 

For a while now — not just since Wilkerson 
penned her op-ed — the O’Brien/Gabrieli cam- 
paign has been talking about ending predatory 
lending practices by banks and building more 
affordable housing, two issues that hit commu- 
nities of color particularly hard. The candidates 
have also pledged to eliminate racial disparities 
in health care by 2010. Where’s the Romney 
campaign on all this? Citing the civil-rights 
record of Mitt’s father, George, (puh-lease) and 
salivating over the opportunities created when a 
key Democratic base beats up the party’s guber- 
natorial nominee. 

The difference between Romney and O’Brien 
on issues of race is, as the cliché goes, the differ- 
ence between night and day. Yet Kenneth D.

Johnson, executive director of Dorchester’s Ella J 
Baker House, echoes Wilkerson’s warning: “I 
think the black vote this year will be pivotal ... if 
black folks elect to stay home, that will have con- 
sequences.” Would one of the state Democratic 
arty’s most loyal constituencies really organize 
itself in the coming weeks to ensure O’Brien’s de- 
feat? What's really going on here? A 


clue can be found in Wilkerson’s op- 


ed column: during her tenure as 
state treasurer, “O’Brien failed to 
deposit one cent in the Boston Bank 
of Commerce, the largest black- 
owned bank in the country, which is 
headquartered in Boston.” 

What Wilkerson is talking about is good old- 
fashioned patronage. Or, as Johnson puts it, 
promising “goodies.” It’s become fashionable to 
deplore this aspect of politics. But let’s face it, pa- 
tronage is what greases the wheels of democracy 
— especially here in Massachusetts. When De- 
mocrats take care of their traditionally ethnic 
campaign workers — the Irish and the Italians 
— with program grants, community investment, 
and yes, jobs, it’s called smart politics. But when 
they do the same with black supporters, it’s called 
affirmative action. Say what you will about the 
process of patronage, but as long as it’s how the 
crucial business of getting out the vote gets done, 
it’s disingenuous to question Boston’s black lead- 
ers for complaining about O’Brien’s campaign. 

Questioning how the issue was raised, though, 
is fair game. Threatening O’Brien’s candidacy in 
such a public fashion, as Thomas did, was a very 
bad idea. “I’m not sure airing that publicly at that 
particular moment was the best thing to do,” 
Johnson says of Thomas’s threat to urge black 
voters to stay home on November 5. “It’s not 
clear to me in particular that Shannon O’Brien 
was given an opportunity in private to talk about 
the issues and thus had no opportunity to craft a 
response to meet the concerns.” 

That O’Brien hadn’t taken care of this base be- 
fore Wilkerson’s column was published; though, 
says something about her campaign. It’s not a 
business-as-usual Democratic run for office. 
O’Brien is making a blatant appeal to independ- 
ents and suburban voters — those most interest- 
ed in reforming state government. In doing so, 
she’s going to alienate more groups than just the 
Democrats’ black base. Expect to hear rumblings 
from labor any day now. 


The last Democrat elected governor faced the 


same problem. Michael Dukakis had huge ap- 
peal to suburban-independent voters. He has 
some simple advice for O’Brien: continue to 
emphasize her ideas over Romney’s. “You need 
to ask what kinds of things are you proposing, 
and what do they mean for minorities? The 
kinds of things she’s talking about in health 
care, housing, and education, if you compare 
them with Romney’s proposals, there’s no com- 
parison.” And “once you get elected ... you do

It’s absurd to think that Massachusetts’s “black 
and brown Democrats,” as Wilkerson put it, are 
going to follow Thomas’s ill-thought-out advice 
and stay home. To do so would hand victory to 
Romney, and that would be foolish. Everyone 
knows that — even Mitt Romney. 

All that said, it’s important to talk about the 
issues. But it’s important now to move on — 
and elect the person whose core policies will 
serve the Commonwealth and its communities 
of color best.

This week marked the seeond debate between 
O’Brien and Romney and the second time 
Green Party candidate Jill Stein and Libertarian 
candidate Carla Howell have been excluded 
from the stage. There is simply no reason to ex- 
clude Stein and Howell, despite Middlesex Su- 
perior Court judge Linda Giles’s ruling Tuesday 
that the consortium could invite — and exclude 
— whomever it wants (see “Open Up the De- 
bates,” Today’s Jolt, October 1, on Boston- 
Phoenix.com). Both women are, by any meas- 
ure, legitimate candidates for governor. The 
Green Party’s Ralph Nader won six percent of 
the statewide vote during the 2000 presidential 
election, easily topping the three percent needed 
for major-party status. And Howell won 12 per- 
cent of the vote the same year during her run 
against Senator Ted Kennedy. 

It’s time to rethink the usefulness of the media 
consortium, which formed in 1994, in part, to 
force Kennedy to debate Romney during their 
bitter Senate battle. Eight years ago, the consor- 
tium performed a valuable public service. Today, 
it’s inadvertently playing the role of kingmaker by 
keeping out two candidates with genuine appeal 
to the wide swath of voters seeking reform in this 
year’s gubernatorial election. 

To be sure, Stein and Howell are long-shot 
candidates. But the Greens and the Libertarians 
played by the rules and won their ballot spots 
fair and square. For the consortium to deny 
them a place on the debating platform is to en- 
gage in the kind of exclusionary Beacon Hill 
bossism that the media so decry. Politics — and 
by extension government and democracy — 
should be something more than a sporting con- 
test. It’s about the fair play of ideas. These two 
maverick parties are chock full of ideas — good 
and bad. To marginalize their candidacies is to 
pass up a chance to energize an intellectually 
anemic governor’s race. The mainstream and 
largely corporate-controlled media have once 
again shortchanged the public. &

2000 redux 


The Democratic gubernatorial nominee, Treasurer 
Shannon O'Brien, has a long-standing relationship with 
Senator John Kerry, a 2004 presidential hopeful. O’Brien 
assisted Kerry in his 1996 Senate race against William Weld, 
chairing his signature effort and heading up Women for Kerry. 
So why is O'Brien turning to none other than Al Gore — one 
of Kerry's most formidable rivals for the 2004 nomination — to 
campaign for her on the day President George Bush comes 
to town to stump for Mitt Romney? 

Gore’s appearance is certain to make headlines both 
locally (including in New Hampshire, a key 2004 battleground) 
and nationally; it is, after all, the first time Gore and Bush will 
be engaged in political activity in the same place at the same 
time since the 2000 election. But given that Gore's political 
prospects look dim, why give him a shot in the arm now? 

“| think Shannon is pleased that Al Gore is coming up to 
campaign for her. They share a commitment to many of the 
same issues and will be talking about that when she visits,” 
says O’Brien spokesman Adrian Durban. Durban points out 
that O'Brien participated in two events with Kerry on Monday; 
one was the kind of veterans’ event at which the senator 
shines. “John Kerry continues to be a great leader in 
Massachusetts.” 

State Democratic leaders privately downplay the Gore 
event. They say the big October 10 Democratic rally for 
O'Brien, headlined by still-popular former president Bill 
Clinton, is much more important. Besides, say insiders, Gore 
gets less out of the visit than it might seem: O'Brien's people 
are getting him to come to the Commonwealth to support her, 
but if the time ever comes for O’Brien to decide between 
Kerry and Gore, it’s all but certain she'll go with Kerry.

[Laservision] players was fairly high 
(around $750); the disc prices varied 
from $25 for a full-length movie to as 
little as $5 for some instructional pro- 
grams. Playing time was less than half 
an hour per disc side, so many movies 
occupied four or five sides, but in gen- 
eral, the format looked like a 
winner.... 

“In addition, the top-of-the-line LV 
players can be connected via a socket 
on the back to a microcomputer, al- 
lowing much more sophisticated con- 
trol.

“Director Arthur Penn and producer 
Warren Beatty have avoided the 
stereotyped villain who is uniformly 
nasty, and presented Clyde Barrow 
and Bonnie Parker as human beings, 
susceptible to normal human emotions 
and relationships. But in so doing they 
have whitewashed the characters of 
these two killers. Their attitude toward 
Bonnie and Clyde pervades their han- 
dling of the film; there is no tension, 
no hint of ruthlessness. For example, 
when a pair of police cars chases the 
gang through the back roads and 
fields, the sequence is photographed 
with a fluidity and naturalness that, 
coupled with carefree Flatt and Scrug- 
gs banjo music, gives the scene a com- 
ical, almost slapstick tone. It is this 
bland, not-quite-farcical even-tem- 
peredness that makes the film easy and 
delightful to watch, seducing the audi- 
ence into easy acquiescence with the 
lives and characters of Bonnie and 
Clyde.”

Why does spicy food make you sweat? 
Mike Bethany

Your friend exaggerates, but he’s not completely wrong. 
It’s not that Asians don’t have sweat glands under their 
arms; the difference is that they have markedly fewer apoc- 
rine glands than black or white people. This doesn’t mean 
they sweat less — eccrine glands, the other main type of 
sweat gland, are a thousand times more numerous on most 
bodies, and Asians have plenty of them. But apocrine glands 
are the kind that make you stink. 

Those lucky Asians, you may say — but every silver lining 
has its cloud. For Asians it’s osmidrosis. Technically, os- 
midrosis is the production of objectionably aromatic sweat, 
but many Asians think they’ve got a problem if they produce 
any odor when sweating — even an amount that would be 
considered normal in other races. Of the 22 articles about 
osmidrosis that turned up in a recent online search, virtually 
all were by Asian doctors. Unlucky Asians who do produce 
odoriferous sweat may be shunned socially, and those who 
can afford it often seek medical help. Treatment can be pret- 
ty drastic. Typical medical-journal headline: “Axillary 
[armpit] osmidrosis treated by partial removal of the skin 
and subcutaneous tissue en bloc and apocrine gland subci- 
sion,” The technology used ranges from ultrasound and 
lasers to more-primitive devices. (One abstract reads in its 
entirety: “Shaving off the sweat glands and hair follicles with 
a single-use safety razor is described.”) Complications, ac- 
cording to one report, occur in roughly seven percent of 
cases — not bad compared to, say, penile-lengthening sur 
gery, but high for a problem that other ethnic groups solve 
with Right Guard 

Why are Asians different? Nobody knows, but it’s tempt 
ing to credit the same evolutionary force thought to be re- 
sponsible for the epicanthic fold namely, adaptation to 
cold. Your columnist thought he was on to something when 
he learned that Eskimos produce much more facial sweat 
and less body sweat than Caucasians, presumably because 
the face is the only area that can efficiently shed excess 
heat if you're bundled up in heavy clothing. But then I re- 
membered that the non-smelly eccrine glands produce the 
lion’s share of the moisture in sweat and that sweat pro 
ductjon varies considerably even among Asians, etc. So it’s 
back to the lab 

On the subject of sweating after eating spicy food, what 
we're talking about is called gustatory sweating. It’s usual- 
ly confined to the face and is triggered by tasting (or 
sometimes merely seeing or smelling) spicy food. Many 
people experience mild sweating on the upper lip or nose; 
a few with a pathological response known as “gustatory 
hyperhidrosis” perspire profusely on one or both sides of 
the face. Gustatory sweating is thought to be a side effect 
of the reflex that makes you salivate. The nerves connect 
ed to the salivary glands produce copious amounts of the 
neurotransmitter acetylcholine, wt 
sweat glands served by the same nerves. Gustatory hyper 


1ich can also activate 


hidrosis can arise from a variety of causes, including dam- 
age to or surgery on the parotid salivary gland or the 
nerves supplying it (supposedly the healing process winds 
up attaching salivary nerve endings to the sweat glands). A 
range of treatments is available in such cases, including 
injections of botulinum toxin. For ordinary gustato1 
sweating, just shun the jalapenos and stick to macar«

budget deficit, asking “not to be labeled 
pro-choice” in a letter to the Salt Lake Tri- 
bune, or supporting federal aid to faith- 
based institutions. Bush’s visit, in other 
words, sends the following message: Hey, 
listen, people! Mitt Romney’s a real Repub- 
lican. In Massachusetts, that can’t be good 
for his campaign. 


HEN BUSH stumps 

for Romney, it will ac- 
cent a nearly 40-year rela- 
tionship between the Bush 
and Romney families. Both 
George H.W. Bush, a for- 
mer congressman, and 
George Romney, a former 
governor of Michigan, 
helped form the pro-busi- 
ness, socially moderate 
wing of the Republican 
Party in the 1960s. While 
the men served together in 
the Nixon administration, 
their sons attended Har- 
vard Business School. Last 
month, Bush the elder 
headlined a low-key 
fundraiser for Romney and the GOP at the 
Cape Arundel golf club in Maine. If Bush 
helps get Romney elected, it will mark 
something of a return to power in Massa- 
chusetts for the Bush family, where Presi- 
dent George W. Bush’s father was born. In 
Milton, to be exact. 

Also important, Bush’s loyal chief of 
staff, Andrew Card, is probably the most 
successful Massachusetts Republican on 
the national level since Governor John 
Volpe became the secretary of transporta- 
tion in 1969. Card, a former state repre- 
sentative from Holbrook, has worked his 
way up — all the way to the White House. 
Card’s brother-in-law is Republican Na- 
tional Committee member Ron Kaufman, 
who supports Romney. As Bush’s gate- 
keeper, Card has a huge influence on 
scheduling details, such as determining 
which states the president will visit. And 
for Card, maintaining a GOP foothold in 
Massachusetts is important. “Card put his 
own home-state politics ahead of the presi- 
dent’s best interests,” snorts one Democra- 
tic strategist, who believes that Card final- 
ized plans for the October 4 visit. 

But Romney adviser Charley Manning 
attributes Bush’s visit to something much 
simpler: personal chemistry. “President 
Bush was impressed at the tremendous job 
Mitt did at the Olympics,” says Manning. 
“What a proud moment that was for our 
country at a difficult time for our country 
after September 11th.” 

Either way, Bush has given every public 
signal that he is behind Romney. The pres- 
ident may be far from offering Romney a 
spot in his administration, but he evidently 
feels enough gratitude toward the guberna- 
torial candidate to come help him raise 
money. 


F COURSE, there are political motives, 

as well. While Bush’s political agenda 
hinges on retaining Republican control of 
the House and retaking the Senate, Bush 
and his handlers view the governors’ of- 
fices as crucial. After all, Bush’s presidency 
itself owes something to such a strategy. In 
the late 1990s, Bush political strategist 
Karl Rove and Republican lobbyist Grover 
Norquist devised a plan whereby a GOP 
governor would become the party’s nomi- 
nee and, ultimately, the president, with the 
support of fellow GQP governors. Bush 
became president, in part, by first winning

the tacit primary among Republican gover- 
nors. By gaining the support of Marc Raci- 
cot of Montana, John Engler of Michigan, 
Tommy Thompson of Wisconsin, and, yes, 
Paul Cellucci of Massachusetts — not to 
mention his brother Jeb in Florida — Bush 
was able to gain presumptive front-runner 
status long before the first primary vote 
was Cast. 

Remember also that state governors can 
control the flow of money. 
Another thing that helped 
establish Bush as the 2000 
front-runner was his suc- 
cess in fundraising — 
much of it from the various 
state governors’ offices, 
whose control of power 
and patronage trans- 
lates directly into the 
ability to rake in 
thousands, if not 
millions, of 
dollars for a 
presidential 
candidate. 

Under the 
McCain- 
Feingold 
campaign-finance law 
passed last year, the power 
to raise large amounts of 
soft money moves to the 
state parties, the real 
heads of which are the 
State governors. 
(The federal law 
allows state par- 
ties to raise 
$10,000 in soft 
money per donor 

even here in 
Massachusetts.) 

Meanwhile, Re- 
publican governors 
fit into Bush’s gov- 
erning agenda, 
which strongly em- 
phasizes allowing 
government power 
to devolve to the states. 

“A governor has tremendous 

symbolic and in some cases real 

impact over a state,” says one Re- 
publican strategist. “Any president’s 

going to be better off having a member of 
his own party controlling the pulpit. When 
you've got an ally in the governor’s chair, 
any of the president's political goals in the 
state are better served.” 

When it comes to Bush’s political goals, 
in addition, nothing — even retaking the 
Senate or keeping the House — is more 
important than being re-elected in 2004. 
While nobody thinks that there is any pos- 
sibility that Massachusetts will go Republi- 
can in 2004, the state governor’s office is 
nonetheless an important tool — especially 
if one of Bush’s pofential rivals is Senator 
John Kerry. Kerry is one of the handful of 
Democrats who can most credibly criticize 
Bush on matters of war and peace because 
their credentials on these matters are unas- 
sailable. Kerry earned a Silver Star in Viet- 
nam, whereas Bush signed up for the Texas 
Air National Guard — and then failed to 
show up for duty when assigned to train in 
Alabama. 

Having a hostile Republican in the gov- 
ernor’s office would be just the obstacle 
Kerry doesn’t need — especially if Boston 
hosts the Democratic Convention in 2004. 
Romney would be able to use his bully pul- 
pit at the State House to whack Kerry at 
will. Already Romney is complaining that

the federal government per dollar it sends 
in taxes than it did a decade ago. Of 
course, this criticism is implicitly leveled at 
the Democratic congressional delegation; 
he doesn’t comment on the fact that the 
three preceding governors have all been 
Republicans and that Massachusetts hasn't 
had a Democratic governor since Michael 
Dukakis left office in 1990. 

In both a primary and a general cam- 
paign, Romney could be an important Bush 
ally. The president could use Romney the 
way Romney has deployed former Republi- 
can leaders William Weld and Ed Brooke 
against Treasurer Shannon O’Brien. Rom- 
ney could lead the effort to highlight every 
negative thing Kerry ever did in Massachu- 
setts — much as Republican operatives 
used the state as a gold mine of opposition 
research against Michael Dukakis in his 
1988 presidential run. “If you pin some- 
body down at home, it’s hard to go nation- 
al,” explains one Democratic strategist. 
“And all the bad press goes into New 
Hampshire.” 

There’s no question that getting a Demo- 
crat elected governor in Massachusetts is 
key to Kerry’s presidential ambitions. And 
seeing O’Brien, specifically, elected to the 
position would be a real coup for the sena- 
tor. She has been a loyal Kerry ally over the 


years, chairing his signature-gathering 
campaign in 1996 and, in the same 

year, heading a group called “Women for 
Kerry” when his GOP opponent, Weld, was 
picking up support from women. In addi- 
tion, O’Brien has already been something of 
a player in presidential politics. In 2000, she 
was the only Democratic elected state offi- 
cial to put an organization into the field in 
NewsHampshire. During the primary, she 
sent busloads of supporters into the Granite 
State on behalf of Vice-President Al Gore. 
She was also one of the only Democrats ac- 
tive in the 2000 general-election battle. 

Ultimately, while Bush will help Romney 
raise money, his visit may actually hurt the 
Republican candidate, whose strongest ap- 
peal is as an independent-minded reformer 
free of special interests. With Bush stump- 
ing for him, Romney instead appears har- 
nessed to GOP fundraising interests. John 
McCain’s top strategist, Mike Murphy, 
might be consulting in the gubernatorial 
campaign, but right now Romney seems 
more like Bush — a Big Money Republican. 
(McCain is also scheduled to campaign in 
Massachusetts for Romney, by the way.) 
Given the fact that McCain, who trounced 
Bush here, got almost as many votes as 
Gore in the 2000 Massachusetts primary, 
Bush may be committing a key political mis- 
take. And if Bush decides to use his visit as 
an opportunity to attack the Democrats on 
Iraq policy — an issue that has nothing to 
do with the state governor’s race — the po 
litical fallout for Romney could be dramatic. 

Yes, Massachusetts Democrats will Have 
reason to smile when Air Force One touch- 
es down at Logan on Saturday. 8

Behind the Bush administration’s push for single-sex schools 
is a Sure-to-fail attempt to control teenage sexuality

OST LAST MONTH amid the debate 

about Iraq was the start of the school 

year. And a debate that we should be 
having about a domestic issue 
sex education isn’t happening. Last 
May, toward the end of the school year, 
the Bush administration proposed making 
public funds available for the establishment 
of single-sex schools. Specifically, Bush 
wants to spend $385 million from the No 
Child Left Behind Act of 2001, a reform of 
the nation’s public schools that calls for 
more parental choice and teacher/student 
accountability in education, to create 
schools for boys and schools for girls. 
Never mind that spending public dollars on 
such an enterprise is probably illegal under 
1972's Title IX, the federal law barring sex 
discrimination in education that was enact- 
ed, ironically, to prohibit discrepancies in 
the spending of federal education dollars 
for one gender over the other. (Title IX 
regulation 34 CFR 106.34 mandates that 
no school receiving any federal funds shall 
“provide any course or otherwise carry out 
any of its education program or activity 
separately on the basis of sex,” with limited 
exceptions for physical-education classes

involving contact sports, sex-ed classes, 
and “remedial or affirmative action.” This 
law had the most immediate effect on the 
historically underfunded field of women’s 
sports, but it affected other aspects of edu- 
cation as well.) Never mind, also, that in 
an era of standardized testing and hostility 
toward students who can’t speak English, a 
push to build single-sex schools seems, 
well, weird. No, what’s truly odd about the 
Bush push for single-sex education, which 
was Officially announced May 8 by Secre- 
tary of Education Rod Paige, is that it sig- 
nals a crisis in sexuality — not education 

- and is predicated on outdated, moronic, 
and destructive gender stereotypes. 

Any number of studies show that single- 


sex education is beneficial for college-age 
women. But the work done so far to study 
the issue for students in kindergarten 
through 12th grade is, at best, spotty and 
inconclusive. In general, the benefits of 
sex-segregated private and parochial 
schools cannot be applied to public 
schools, since private and parochial 
schools either admit only high-achieving 
pupils or self-select by expelling poorly 
performing or misbehaving students. One 
of the few major studies of single-sex 
schools — “Single Gender Public School- 
ing As a New Form of School Choice,” by 
Amanda L. Datnow and Lea A. Hubbard, 
funded by the Ford and Spencer Founda- 
tions — concluded that California’s 1997 
headline-making experiment to organize 
separate schools for boys and girls was, 
after three years, a failure. A survey of sev- 
eral international studies of single-sex 
schooling from kindergarten through 12th 
grade published by the Educational Re- 
sources Information Center’s Clearing- 
house on Elementary and Early Childhood 
Education showed that while there were 
some differences in how girls and boys per- 
formed, almost all were explained by fac- 
tors other than gender, such as classroom 
size, economic discrepancies, and cultural 
differences. And because there is little his- 
tory of single-sex public-school classrooms 
in the United States — there are now 10 
such schools in the country, with two more 
set to open this fall — only the most anec- 
dotal evidence for their benefits exists. The 
Young Women’s Leadership School of East 
Harlem, for instance, has great success in 
sending almost all its graduates to college. 
The school is also highly selective in whom 
it admits, has class sizes far smaller than 
the New York City average (a three-to-one 
student-to-teacher ratio, to be specific), 
and is well funded. But all this is incidental 
because the conservative push for single- 
sex schools isn’t predicated on excellence in 
education. Rather, it is about anxiety over 
teenage sexuality. 


The contemporary concept and imple- 
mentation of public single-sex schools is 
less than a decade old. The Young 
Women’s Leadership School of East 
Harlem, for example, was founded in 
1996. However, private single-sex school 
ing has a much longer history. Up until the 
20th century, most private schools were 
sexually segregated, largely because young 
women were not deemed worthy of a prop- 
er education. Furthermore, Victorian pro- 
priety considered it risky for young women 
and men to be in the same classrooms 
females, it was understood, needed to be 
protected from the more-brutish nature of 
the male. To some extent, this is the same 
argument put forth today: women need to 
be protected from men. And it’s true that 
studies show that college-age women do 
better in the classroom in single-sex situa- 
tions, primarily because men often take up 
more classroom time and space, leaving the 
women in the room at a disadvantage. 

But what is most fascinating and dis- 
tressing — about the current argument in 
support of single-sex education is that it 
flips the Victorian justification on its head: 
it is the men, not the women, who need to 
be protected from the opposite sex. Today’s 
single-sex-education proponents claim that 
boys learn much better without girls pres- 
ent. Why? Well, because girls are a sexual 
distraction. Last month, Boston University 
president John Silber spoke candidly about 
the need for his school to limit its enroll- 


ment of women because the composition of 


the student body had shifted to about 60 
percent women and 40 percent men. The 
problem? With so many women around, 
the male students at BU cease to be gentle- 
manly. (An odd theory on many counts — 
the least of which is that BU has a reputa- 
tion for frat parties, beer busts, and an all- 
around rowdiness that predates any imbal- 
ance in the sex ratio.) 

Such concern for how the presence of 
girls in the classroom affects boys perme- 
ates most of the literature produced by ad- 
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vocates for single-sex public education. 
The National Association for Single Sex 
Public Education (NASSPE) quotes con- 
servative sociologist George Gilder on its 
Web site: “The only thing about a class- 
room more important to adolescent boys 
than whether girls are present is whether 
or not it is on fire.” The site continues: 
“Boys will be distracted by girls even if the 
girls are all wearing baggy sweatpants and 
head-to-toe overalls. Many a boy can be 
mesmerized for an hour by the left earlobe 
of the girl sitting in front of him. If you 
don’t know this, you don’t know enough 
about boys. Some boys, it’s true, can focus 
on their work even if a girl is sitting in the 
seat in front of them. BUT: if that girl is 
wearing revealing or form-fitting clothes, 
then even the most studious boy will be 
distracted.” The site also quotes cultural 
critic Kate Zernike on the extent of the 
female-flesh-baring problem: “The days 
when torn jeans tested the limits are now a 
fond memory. Today, schools feel the need 
to remind students that see-through cloth- 
ing is not appropriate.” 

In the modern world of single-sex- 
public-education propaganda, girls have 
gone from Victorian damsels in distress to 
a cross between Eve the temptress and Jen- 
nifer Lopez. 

But NASSPE’s Web site contains some 
other interesting — and alarming infor- 
mation as well. Its founder and executive 
director, Leonard Sax, a pediatrician from 
Poolesville, Maryland, writes at length 
about the biological reasons why girls and 
boys should be separated in the classroom: 


Boys develop more slowly than girls. 
That’s true at every level of analysis 
neuroanatomical development (as 
measured by MRI scans), neurophysio- 
logical development (as measured by 
brain blood flow studies and EEGs), 
cognitive development, and school per- 
formance. ... Most boys are less atten- 
tive, less able to sit still for long peri- 
ods, than are girls of le’ same age. If 
Jack over here is fidgeting and not able 
to do the writing assignment, while Jill 
over there is having no problem what- 
soever, it’s not long before Jack's 
teacher will start wondering whether 
Jack might have some kind of atten- 
tion deficit disorder. Soon Jack will be 
taken to the doctor's office by his par- 
ents, with a note from the teacher sug- 
gesting a trial of Ritalin (or Adderall, 
etc.)

Best practices for teaching math differ 
fundamentally for girls and boys. Recall 
what you learned on the navigation sec- 
tion of our “brain page”: navigational 
tasks are handled by completely different 
areas of the brain in girls and boys. In 
girls, navigational tasks are assigned to 
the cerebral cortex, the same general 
section of the brain which is responsible 
for language.

Count the 
number of petals. You'll find that the 
number of petals is almost always a 
number in the Fibonacci series: 8 petals 
for delphiniums, 13 for double delphini- 
ums, 21 for black-eyed susans, 34 for 
field daisies, 55 for African daisies and 
Michaelmas daisies. 


So math isn’t so hard after all, especially 
for girls. They just have to be taught with 
flowers, fruits, and vegetables. 


AX’S USE of this science for social poli- 

cy is highly dubious. It’s hard to find ver- 
ification for it 
sound as loony, and possibly dangerous, as 
the studies showing the lack of evolution of 
“the Negro brain” that Stephen Jay Gould 
exposed so perfectly for their stupidity in 
The Mismeasure of Man (Norton, 1981). 
And while neither the Department of Educa- 
tion nor the No Child Left Behind Act 
makes any mention of Sax and his National 
Association for Single Sex Public Education 
(which only recently shortened its name 
from the National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Single Sex Public Education), 
the group is quickly becoming a major play- 
er in the public debate on sex segregation in 
public education. 

It is no surprise that women’s groups 
such as the Feminist Majority and the Amer- 
ican Association of University Women and 
civil-rights groups such as the Urban 
League, the NAACP, and the American Civil 
Liberties Union have spoken out against sin- 
gle-sex education in public schools. The en- 
actment of Title IX was, in essence, Brown v. 
Board of Education for girls and women: it 
claimed that the sexes had to be treated 
equally, and that while they might not com- 
pete together all the time (as in sports), 
there must be no substantial difference in 
the allocation of funds. The threat raised by 
single-sex public schools and classes is the 
rapid erosion of Title IX’s effects. This fear 
is not unfounded; there’s already a major 
right-wing effort to reinterpret and redefine 
Title IX on the grounds that it discriminates 
against men’s sports by demanding the allo- 
cation of equal amounts of money for both 
men’s and women’s sports, even though 
more men than women try out for teams. 

Since it was signed into law by President 
Nixon, Title IX has been under constant at- 
tack. In 1984, the Supreme Court ruled that

it did not apply to programs that did not di- 
rectly receive federal aid, thus essentially re- 
moving athletics from its purview. Congress 
reversed this move by passing (over Rea- 
gan’s veto) the Civil Rights Restoration Act 
in 1984. Since 1996, however, a series of 
lawsuits by Brown University, California 
State, and most recently a coalition of 

led by the National Wrestling 
Coaches Association has tried to redefine 
Title [IX so that more money will be given to 
men’s than to women’s sports. This cause 
has been taken up in popular, ultraconserva 
tive books such as Jessica Gavora’s Tilting 
the Playing Field: Schools, 
Sports, Sex, and Title IX 
(Encounter Books, 
which argues that Title IX 
“has created a whole new 
set of victims” male 
athletes. 

There is no doubt that 
to move single-sex public 
education forward with 
any speed, the meaning 
and applicability of Title 
IX would have to be rede- 
fined, as Paige has said. 
But it is hard to believe 
that the Bush administra- 
tion is actually interested 
in better education. Given 
the lack of any hard, re- 
search-based evidence as 
to why single-sex public 
schools would be better 
for both girls and boys, 
and given the already firm legal impediments 
to such an initiative embedded in the tradi- 
tional readings of Title IX, it is clear that the 
Bush administration is interested in single- 
sex schools for non-educational reasons: to 
further its own agenda on the problem of 
sexuality. A “problem” it has already ad- 
dressed with a variety of campaigns designed 
to influence the sexual attitudes and behav- 
iors of students, from support for absti- 
nence-only sex ed to the enforcement of In- 
ternet filtegs on computers in public schools. 

Of course, most of these efforts have 
failed — surprise! — because they assume 
that young people don’t want to have sex. 
But students still have sexual fantasies, still 
have sexual urges, and still have — with in- 
sex. And implement 


coaches 


creasing frequency 
ing and supporting single-sex schools as a 
last-ditch effort to deal with the sexuality of 
young people is also doomed to failure 

When John Silber spoke about the pres- 
ence of too many women at Boston Univer 
sity (and its deleterious effect on the gentle- 
manly behavior of men), he conjured up a 
potent image in contemporary society’s ob 
session with sex: “Look at that little girl out 
there in Denver that got killed 
up like a whore when she was five years 
old.” It is not accidental that the image of 
girl-as-whore permeates his misguided views 
about women and education. Silber’s alarm 
about the ratio of women to men at BL 
as well as his demand that Boston University 
Academy disband its Gay-Straight Alliance 

epitomizes the standard conservative idea 
that all sexuality, whether hetero or homo, is 
dangerous and must be micro-managed. It 
isn't enough to “manage” 
homosexuality; now heterosexuality has to 
be managed and tamped down as well. 

One of the deep ironies in all this is that 
steps to address promiscuous schools will 
lead to — well, promiscuous schools. Sin- 
gle-sex schools from Oxford to Eaton and 
Smith to Mount Holyoke have historically 
been hotbeds of homosexuality, for lack of a 
better phrase. If Bush really cared about ed- 
ucation, he would focus less on vouchers, 
single-sex schools, and standardized testing 
and more on increasing funding for the pub- 
lic-school system. But that would not grip 
the imagination of today’s Republican Party, 
a party that would rather spend time con- 
cocting scenarios to control teenagers than 
actually putting forward ideas to improve 
education. cd

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RESURGENT NATIONALISM AND DISILLUSION CLAIM VICTORY 
IN SERBIA’S PRESIDENTIAL ELECTIONS sy ricuaro BYRNE 








ELGRADE — Simply walking down 

the streets of Belgrade can be a lesson in 

Serbian politics and history. On the 
walls of the city’s buildings, the spray-painted 
political slogans of the last 15 years share 
space with tributes to young women and to 
the city’s two main soccer teams — Red Star 
and Partizan. 

The slogan recycled by Serbian nationalists 
in the late 1980s — “Samo sloga Srbina 
spasava” (“Only unity saves Serbs”) — is still 
fairly ubiquitous. Often, it is rendered in its 
symbolic form — a cross with the letter “C” 
(“S” in Serbian) tucked into each corner. That 
call to unity became all too literal for those 
who lived in Croatia and Bosnia and Kosovo. 
The result was a decade of bloody conflict be- 
tween Serbia — led by communist-turned-na- 
tionalist leader Slobodan Milosevic — and its 
neighbors in what was once Yugoslavia. 

The walls have long borne witness to the 
fallout of that tumultuous decade. Anti- NATO 
graffiti from the 1999 bombing here once jos- 
tled for space with a phrase that predicted the 
end of Milosevic’s rule — “Gotov je” (“He is 
finished”). “Gotov je” and the black, clenched 
fist symbolizing the youth movement Otpor 
(“Resistance”) were painted on hundreds of 
Belgrade facades in 2000 — just before an 
opposition election victory and massive street 
protests finally ousted Milosevic. 

On September 29, Serbia held its first pres- 
idential elections since Milosevic’s fall and ex- 
tradition to face war-crimes charges at the In- 
ternational Tribunal for the Former Yugoslavia 
(ICTY). By the time of the election, an urban 
clean-up campaign had begun to erase Bel- 
grade’s spray-painted history lesson. Particu- 
larly in the city center, those Otpor fists, as 
well as vulgar anti-American witticisms such 
as “Clinton, how does Chelsea suck?”, had 
disappeared from view, replaced by blank sur- 
faces. 

Just before the election, however, a number 
of the newly scrubbed walls were defaced once 
again. This time, it was by vivid purple-and- 
red graffiti supporting the presidential cam- 
paign of ultra-right-wing politician Vojislav 
Seselj and his Serbian Radical Party. 

By all rights, Seselj and his party should 
also be part of the vanished history of post- 
Milosevic Serbia. His views rank among the 
ugliest and most backward-looking in the 
entire Balkans — combining fierce dema- 
goguery, street violence, and virulent Ser- 
bian isolationism into a blend of potent polit- 
ical toxicity. The highlights of Seselj’s check- 
ered career include organizing paramilitary 
troops to fight in Croatia, jail time (including 
a spell as a “dissident” in the 1980s), and 
two stints as a deputy prime minister to 
Milosevic. Depending on what day it is, the 
candidate says that his first act as president 
will be to arrest Serbian government officials 

- or to secure a Dutch visa to visit Serbs on 
trial at The Hague. 

In short, Seselj is precisely what Serbia 
thought it had ditched when it sent the old 
regime packing in October 2000. But like the 
proverbial bad penny, Seselj keeps turning up. 
Back in May, his poll numbers were running 
at four percent. As the campaign swung into 
gear in August, he had risen to 12 points. By 
comparison, the two main presidential candi- 
dates — Yugoslav president Vojislav Kostuni- 
ca and Serbian deputy prime minister 
Miroljub Labus — each had ratings in the 
high 20s to low 30s. 

On a chilly and overcast Wednesday after- 
noon before the vote, Seselj held a campaign 
rally in front of the Federal Parliament build- 
ing in downtown Belgrade. Despite the early 
5 p.m. start, nearly 8000 of Seselj’s followers 
packed the street in front of the parliament 
and stopped traffic. They waved dark blue 
flags and pictures of indicted war criminals, 
including former Bosnian Serb president 
Radovan Karadzic and former Bosnian army 
general Ratko Mladic. Both Karadzic and 
Mladic remain on the lam from international 
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justice, and are revered as heroes by Seselj 
and his followers. 

The rally itself was a low-tech — verging on 
no-tech — affair. The stage was small and 
rickety, and a dodgy public-address system 
cranked out crackly Serbian folk songs about 
Seselj’s leadership and patriotism. But as po- 
litical theater, the rally had potency and force. 
One could feel the sullen anger and resent- 
ment of the mostly male crowd sharpen and 
seethe as speaker after speaker attacked the 
government, organized crime, and the West. A 
letter from Milosevic — written from his 
prison cell in The Hague — endorsing Seselj’s 
candidacy was cheered warmly. 

As darkness fell and the heavens began to 
open up, Seselj himself finally spoke. Grip- 
ping the microphone in his right hand, the 
candidate promised prison and mayhem for 
current government officials as his left hand 
karate-chopped through the air. As the crowd 
erupted into chants of his nickname, “Voy-oh, 
Voy-oh,” Seselj tucked his hand tightly behind 
his back and nodded with supreme satisfaction, 
soaking in the cheers of the drizzled-upon 
masses before him. 

For a candidate whose politics are so firmly 
rooted in Serbia’s recently rejected past, Seselj 
attracted a lot of angry supporters to his rally. 
But just how many supporters he still has in 
Serbia really became clear on Sunday night, as 
journalists crowded into the Belgrade Media 
Center for the election results. 

Under Serbian electoral law, a candidate 
must garner 50 percent of the vote to win. If 
that does not happen, the top two candidates 
go on toa second round. Sunday night’s re- 
sult — leading to a runoff between Kostunica 
(who won 31.2 percent) and Labus (who won 
27.2 percent), to be held October 13 — was 
not unexpected. Instead, most journalists 
talked about Seselj’s surprising and staggering 
receipt of 23 percent of the vote. He came 
within a few percentage points of besting 
Labus — and facing Kostunica in the runoff 
election for Serbia’s presidency. 

A few days before the vote, James Lyon, 
director of the International Crisis Group’s 
Serbian Project, argued that the real news in 
the first round would be the strength that re- 
mained in Serbia’s hard-core nationalist par- 
ties. “It will tell us just how strong that na- 
tionalist element is,” Lyon said. “How many 
people retain that strong element of looking 
backward and being caught in the same old 
rhetoric.” 

Lyon believed that the hard-liners among 
the 11 men who were nominated would col- 
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lectively garner 30 percent. As it turns out, 
they easily surpassed that mark — with 
Seselj’s strong showing pushing the number 
closer to 35 percent. 

Only two years after being turned out, Ser- 
bia’s hard-liners appear to be resurgent and 
influential once again. 


UPPORT FOR hard-line nationalists such 

as Seselj was supposed to be a thing of the 
past. Logic would dictate that real post-Milo- 
sevic debate in Serbia (which will retain loose 
federal ties with neighboring Montenegro and 
formally abandon the name “Yugoslavia” later 
this year) would tackle the pace and the scope 
of the country’s reforms. 

That debate is occurring in the form of a 
battle between the slower, steadier approach 
favored by Yugoslav president Vojislav Kostu- 
nica and a faster, more pro-Western ap- 
proach championed by Serbian prime minis- 
ter Zoran Djindjic and his favored presiden- 
tial candidate, the deputy prime minister and 
economic expert Miroljub Labus. But Ser- 
bian nationalism is one of the wedges that 
once again has forced its way into that de- 
bate, altering it significantly. 

One can argue that the history of Serbian 
politics over the last 15 years is a tale of tem- 
porarily triumphant coalitions that splinter al- 
most immediately and give way to a grim sta- 
tus quo — or worse. In 1991 and 1997, for 
instance, Serbia came within striking distance 
of ousting Milosevic with unified opposition 

- only to have those coalitions fracture be- 
fore they finished the job. 

At first blush, the 2000 coalition seemed 
different. For starters, it actually succeeded in 
removing Milosevic as Yugoslav president. To 
do so, the opposition tapped Kostunica to 
spearhead its presidential campaign. His repu- 
tation as an incorruptible and fervent oppo- 
nent of the regime — combined with his solid 
but mild Serb nationalism — helped him gar- 
ner the massive public support necessary to 
rid the country of Milosevic. 

Yet many of Kostunica’s former partners 
now see his nationalist credentials as a liability 
in pushing the country forward — and view 
his incorruptibility as inflexibility. Chief among 
these critics is Djindjic, who wants to stay in 
power while accelerating unpopular reforms, 
such as cooperation with the international 
court in The Hague and hiking utility prices. 
The rift between Kostunica and Djindjic 
widened this summer when Dijindjic essentially 
kicked Kostunica’s Democratic Party of Serbia 
out of the country’s parliament. The prime 





minister’s supporters argued that the failure of 
Kostunica’s parliamentary allies to attend ses- 
sions and their efforts to block reform forced 
Djindjic (of the similarly named Democratic 
Party) to dismiss them, yet the move was 
widely viewed as a way to preserve and protect 
the latter’s authority. 

However, the fact that Djindjic was able to 
move with impunity against Kostunica points 
to the Yugoslav president’s political weakness- 
es. Not only has Kostunica’s personal popu- 
larity fallen over the past two years within Ser- 
bia from 70 percent to the mid 30s, but his 
position as Yugoslav president in a weak fed- 
eration will also become irrelevant in the near 
future. Seeing his chance, Djindjic helped 
push Labus forward as a reform-minded pres- 
idential candidate to challenge Kostunica. 

Kostunica has had other troubles as well, 
particularly on the international front. He cre- 
ated waves by openly questioning Yugoslavia’s 
cooperation with The Hague tribunal and the 
November 1995 Dayton Peace Accords, which 
ended the three-sided war in Bosnia-Herze- 
govina and ensured the country’s territorial in- 
tegrity by creating two separate entities — a 
Serb entity and a Croatian/ Muslim entity. 

Kostunica used the latter issue to attract na- 
tionalist-oriented voters in this election. At the 
beginning of the current campaign, Kostunica 
opined at a rally in Mali Zvornik that the Ser- 
bian part of Bosnia was only “temporarily sep- 
arated” from Serbia. The Bosnian government 
— along with Western governments — 
pounced angrily on his statement, forcing him 
to backpedal. But judging from the initial 
round of voting, it worked in his bid for votes. 

Kostunica’s opponents have tried to use 
such statements as a battering ram. After all, 
Labus and Djindjic have expended massive 
domestic political capital to secure an end to 
economic sanctions and to gain entry into 
global economic institutions such as the World 
Bank and the International Monetary Fund. 
Moves such as cooperating with international 
courts, raising the price of electricity, and 
shutting down factories have made reformers 
highly unpopular at times. 

Portraying Kostunica as a roadblock to join- 
ing Europe has been a persistent theme of the 
Labus campaign. On a sunny afternoon in Re- 
public Square a few days before the first round 
of voting, a group of Labus’s young support- 
ers invited passersby to take a “Europe Quiz.” 
Answers that agreed with Labus’s view of Eu- 
ropean integration (such as favoring coopera- 
tion with international financial institutions 
and adopting European human-rights norms) 
earned a smiley face, while those that echoed 
Kostunica’s more inward-looking policies (re- 
sisting international justice) received a frown. 

Una Mijovic is an affable young Belgrade 
University law student working the quiz 
booth. She says that Kostunica was able to 
force change in 2000 “because he was [a] new 
face.” But now, argues Mijovic, Kostunica 
“has shown that he is just not strong enough 
and willing enough to do what is necessary for 
reform.” 

In the main, Kostunica and his supporters 
do believe that slower and steadier economic 
reforms will have less of a negative impact on 
the country. They also argue that for all of 
Djindjic and Labus’s appeals for quicker re- 
forms, they have yet to move quickly and deci- 
sively against crime and corruption. Kostuni- 
ca’s supporters label Djindjic a corrupt auto- 
crat — citing his moves against Kostunica’s 
party in parliament and a host of highly publi- 
cized scandals, including a squalid and frac- 
tious row over a Serbian government cover-up 
of a report on the cigarette-smuggling trade, 
as cases in point. 

If the rally held by Kostunica in Belgrade 
four days before the election was any indica- 
tion, much of his support stems less from 
voters favoring his candidacy and more from 
hatred df Djindjic. The rally was a bloodless 
affair, enlivened only by lusty booing and 
whistling at every mention of Djindjic’s name. 











And as for Labus? 
A bumper sticker 
plastered all over cen- 
tral Belgrade in the 
days before the vote 
sums it up succinctly: 
LABUS = DJINDJIC 

Most observers can 
read the writing on 
the wall in the first 
round of election re- 
sults. Even if Kostuni- 
ca — with his milder 
nationalism and tough talk about crime — at- 
tracts only a few of the voters who cast their 
first ballot for Seselj or others, he should win 
the second round quite easily. 


EFORE AN ELECTION in Serbia, there 

is a two-day “electoral silence” observed 
by the media and the candidates. Fines of a 
few thousand dollars can be imposed by the 
government for breaking the silent period. But 
one self-styled “presidential candidate” dis- 
pensed with the blackout — and held a rock 
concert in central Belgrade on the first night 
of the electoral silence. 

Igor Blazarevic — a rock-’n’-roll comic 
known as “Inspektor Blaza” — wasn’t on the 
official ballot. But if he had been, he might 
have scored more votes than the other eight 
candidates on the ballot — none of whom 
broke the five percent mark in the first round 
of voting. Blaza even took pains to ensure that 
his presidential sales shtick had a veneer of re- 
ality to it. Posters for his show — printed up 
in the style of a political ad — blanketed cen- 
tral Belgrade. He even offered a platform that 
included proposals to place teenagers on pen- 
sions (“They don’t like to work anyway”), re- 
vive the deutsche mark as a currency, import 
pigeons for the elderly to feed, and banish 
women to the kitchen. 

Blaza’s concert, held in the Student Cultur- 
al Center in downtown Belgrade, offered fren- 
zied classic-rock kitsch with a sardonic veneer 
slightly reminiscent of the Tubes in its overall 
bombast and humor. Yet even in its rampant 
silliness, the concert offered rare cultural com- 
mentary on an electoral campaign devoid of 
the energy and interest that accompanied the 
2000 elections. The turnout for the first round 
of voting in Serbia was 55 percent — down 
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almost 20 percent from 
2000, and the lowest 
since multiparty elections 
began in 1990. 

The apathy clinging 
to the 2002 presidential 
election has a number of 
explanations. Certainly, 
the infighting among the coalition that swept 
Milosevic from power has turned voters off. 
The fact that Sunday’s vote was held to final- 
ly replace discredited president Milan Miluti- 
novic — who is serving out his term despite 
a war-crimes indictment — remains one of 
the campaign’s persistent ironies. Yet many 
observers chalk up the current electoral list- 
lessness to a strong sense of betrayed hope 
and disillusionment with the promise of two 
years ago 

Valdimir Markovic, guitarist and songwriter 
for one of Serbia’s best rock bands, Presing, 
offers one view of the difference that two years 
has made. “In October 2000, it looked like 
Serbia is going to become a rock-and-roll 
state, definitely,” he says of the jubilation and 
artistic freedom unleashed by Milosevic’s fall 

including the release of many albums de- 
layed by the 1999 NATO bombing campaign 
and the political turmoil that followed it. “In a 
short idyllic interim, you could hear and see 
rock music dominating everywhere you 
turned, while changes were happening and 
right afterwards — because it was Serbia’s 
rock-and-roll generation that carried changes 
on its shoulders. 

“But in September 2002,” Markovic contin- 
ues, “if someone would judge [based on] the 
music he can listen to on the radio and televi- 
sion, he would definitely conclude that Milose- 
vic is still in power.... Rockers are nowhere, 
and Generation X is once more Generation 
X.” Indeed, much of the music that one hears 
in Belgrade these days is far from the political 
underground rock inspired by resistance to 
Milosevic’s regime. Now, play lists are domi- 
nated by bland domestic pop music, US and 
UK alternative rockers, such as Wilco, and 
anonymous drum ’n’ bass and house

argues that it is still hard for younger 
Serbs to imagine what changes they can make 
in their own country. “Think about this,” 
Marinkovic says. “Seventy percent of young 
people in this country have never gone 
abroad. They have no idea what things could 
be like elsewhere.” 

The dissatisfaction runs even deeper than 
culture and youth politics, however. Even those 
who were deeply engaged in the last electoral 
campaign have felt similar paralysis and hesita- 
tion to re-engage in politics. Groups such as 
Glas Razlike (“Voice of Difference”) — found- 
ed in 1999 to energize and give expression to 
women’s voices in Serbian politics — played a 
major role in the 2000 presidential and parlia- 
mentary elections. The group organized women 
in 30 cities, going door to door to reach over 
45,000 women, and published leaflets in Hun 
garian and Romany as well as in Serbian 

But in this electoral campaign, Glas Razlike 
is staying out of the fray. Instead, it’s working 
quietly within party structures and presenting 
analyses of party political platforms on 
women’s issues. Along with other non-govern- 
mental organizations in Serbia, it has refrained 
from endorsing candidates or organizing door 
to door in 2002. Glas Razlike’s coordinator, 
Biljana Miletin, says that the group’s organiz- 
ing and networking has stubbornly resisted 
translation into concrete practical gains. At 
present, for instance, only eight of the Serbian 
parliament’s 250 members are women. 

Glas Razlike has also had particular prob- 
lems organizing women politicians as a cau- 
cus. Djindjic’s Democratic Party added 
women’s issues to its platform only after lob- 
bying from Glas Razlike and other groups 
and it has been among the most sensitive to 
women’s issues. “As far as Kostunica’s party,” 
Miletin observes of the Democratic Party of 
Serbia, “we don’t cooperate with their women 
They don't allow their women to organize 
themselves within their party.” 

Maletin says that she agreed with the initial 
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whose Movement for a Demo-

decision by groups such as her own to refrain 
from active campaigning in 2002. But she’s 
started to change her mind particularly in 
light of the obstacles that Kostunica’s party 
has placed on its own women members’ abili 
ty to organize. 

“As I think about it now,” Maletin says, “we 
may have made a wrong decision. After all, in 
the 2000 election, it was women and young 
people who decided that election.” 

On Tuesday, Djindjic told the Serbian news 
agency Beta that the low turnout was due to 
voter satisfaction — and not the other way 
around. “People are looking for a reason to 
vote for, not against,” he said. “The mistake of 
many campaign headquarters was in attempt 
ing to mobilize emotions against the Serbian 
government in the same way that they did 
against the Milosevic regime. A large numbe1 
of people refused to participate in that.” 

But given the choice, Serbs who did vote 
cast ballots in large numbers for the hard-line 
and isolationist politics of the past. Even in the 
narrower choice between Djindjic’s own can 
didate — Labus — and Kostunica’s slower 
reforms and nationalistic veneer, voters gave 
Kostunica an edge. 

What this means for Europe and the United 
Expecting Serbia to show the 
strong political will to change and to sacrifice 
comfort that was shown in the Czech Republic 
and Hungary after their 1989 revolutions ap- 
pears highly unreasonable. Serbia appears to 
be on much the same path as Slovakia 
which only recently firmly ensconced its re- 
formers in power after 10 years of flirtation 
with former hard-line leader Vladimir Meciar. 

The resurgence of nationalist sentiment so 
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soon after Milosevic’s fall is a sign that Europe 
and the US must continue to pay close atten 
tion to the Balkans. But Seselj and his gang 
may also prove to be the “something” that 
minded Serbians will flock to the 
against in the future. aa

B enapr REIS GOT screwed by the Patri 
ots this season. Have I mentioned that? 

Reis is the guy you might have read about 
in the papers, the guy you might have heard 
about out at Gillette Stadium, in a ban 
somewhere, on the back steps at your office 
during a smoke break. He’s “that guy from 
Warwick,” the one who got stripped of his 
season tickets after 20 years because he 
tried to sell some seats on eBay 

In case you missed it, Reis’s story goes 
like this: he’s been a Patriots season-ticket 
holder since 1982. Over the course of 20 
seasons at the old stadium, including more 
than a couple that the Patriots. finished with 
fewer than a handful of wins, Reis missed 
two games. That is, he was there in the rain 
and the snow and the freezing cold, often 
for games that were only important in de- 
termining how high up in the draft order 
the Pats would pick the following spring. 
(In the NFL draft, the last-place team from 
the previous season picks first, and so on.) 
He was there in years when the team was 
lucky if it drew 20,000 fans to many of its 
games. 

When you meet Reis, you quickly learn 
why he was there through all that. His loy- 
alty to the team is unquestioning. His 
home office is a 
shrine to the Pats, 
with autographed 
photos and footballs, 
a Super Bowl XXXI 
ticket cast in Lucite, 
a wealth of memora- 
bilia, all carefully dis- 
played on a wall of 
shelves. A large mag- 
net he had made for 
his truck bears the 
slogan BLUE THUNDER, WHITE LIGHTNING, 
references to the Pats’ defense and offense. 
He believes it’s important that he wear 
Pats-themed clothing every game day. He 
doesn’t really believe that what he wears 
brings the team luck, but he’s not taking 
any chances. 

You don’t have to stretch to understand 
what Reis is talking about when he tells you 
how excited he was that he’d managed to 
snag 34th-row seats on the 50-yard line this 
season. (Season-ticket holders are offered 
the opportunity to improve their spots in the 
stadium as seats open up.) And you certain- 
ly don’t have to stretch to hear his disap- 
pointment when he tells you how he never 
got to sit in those seats. 

When Reis realized he was going to have 
to miss his third-ever game October 13 — 
he was taking a trip with his wife 
cided to sell his tickets for that game on 
eBay. And why not? People do it all the 
time. Many do it strictly for profit. You can 
buy tickets to pretty much any sporting 
event you can imagine on eBay. You cer- 
tainly have more than enough opportunities 
to pick up Pats tickets there. 

Trouble is, it’s against the rules to resell 
tickets to Patriots games. Says so right on 
the back of the tickets. And when the Patri- 
ots found out Reis was reselling his tickets 
to that game, they revoked his season tick- 
ets. Just stripped them away. There was no 
call to say, “Hey, you can’t do that.” No let- 
ter asking him to cut it out. Just official 
legal notice that he’d lost his tickets and a 
check refunding the purchase price. Just 
like that. 

So now, after 20 years as a season-ticket 
holder, Reis turns to eBay himself to buy 
tickets for the team’s home games, buying 
from people who are wise enough to the 
rules to sell through third parties, or from 
authorized ticket agencies (a/k/a legal 
scalpers) the team allows to resell tickets at 
prices higher than face value (in exchange 
for what no one will say, though it isn’t hard 
to guess). He’s done it for both gafnes at 
Gillette Stadium so far this season — pay- 
ing about $250 for a pair of tickets with 
face values of $75 each — and he'll contin- 
ue to do it, because he continues to love the 
team even though he’s not so fond of the 
organization. 

In the meantime, Reis is suing the Patri- 
ots in an attempt to get his seats back. He’s 


he de-

angry about the way the organization treat- 
ed him. And he ought to be. The Patriots of 
15 years ago, poorly run as they may have 
been, might have handled Reis’s situation 
more reasonably. Without a 50,000-deep 
waiting list for season tickets, that Patriots 
organization might actually have contacted 
Reis and told him what he was doing was 
against the rules. It might have recognized 
the value of a guy who’s been showing up 
for games through thick and thin for two 
decades. 

The current Patriots organization doesn’t 
need to reward loyalty, and so, apparently, it 
isn’t going to. 

Last week, Reis made an offer to the 
team: he’ll drop his suit — and walk away, 
if that’s how it goes if Patriots owner 
Robert Kraft will agree to a 15-minute 
meeting with him to discuss the situation 

“If Robert Kraft looks at me and says he 
thinks what happened is fair, I'll accept 
that,” Reis says. “I don’t think it’s him. I 
think it’s the lawyers. I just refuse to believe 
Robert Kraft would look at this and think 
it’s a fair punishment.” 

I recognize that I’m a bit of a cynic, but | 
have to wonder if Reis isn’t being a bit 
overly optimistic there. 

There’s no question but that Robert 
Kraft has distin- 
guished himself as 
one of the better 
team owners in the 
NEL. It was Kraft’s 
investment in the 
team, after all, that 
allowed it to evolve 
from one of the 
league’s perpetual 
dogs to a Super Bowl 
champion and a 
feared opponent. It was Kraft’s money that 
built Gillette Stadium. 

But Kraft is a business executive. And 
business executives have a way of doing 
what their lawyers tell them to do. So even if 
it isn’t Kraft, even if it isn’t simply an organ- 
ization grown arrogant with its recent suc- 
cess, even if it is, as Reis suspects, “the 
lawyers” who are keeping him from getting 
his seats back, it seems unlikely a 15-minute 
meeting will accomplish anything other than 
finalize the loss. 

| don’t want to say that, though. I don’t 
want to say it even more than I didn’t want 
to tell him I’m a Raiders fan. And I especial- 
ly don’t want to say it as I sit in Reis’s living 
room eating his stuffed quahogs, drinking 
his beer, and watching his team do every- 
thing it can to hand a victory to San Diego 
(even as the score updates constantly report 
that the Raiders are running away with their 
game). 

To my relief, Reis retains his good spirits 
throughout the game. He yells at Tom 
Brady as the quarterback throws a pair of 
interceptions. He yells at the Patriots de- 
fense as they allow running back LaDainian 
Tomlinson to rack up 217 yards. He notes 
that this is the second week in a row the 
Pats have given up big yards to a running 
back, and we both worry about how the 
team will fare against Miami and its star RB 
Ricky Williams next Sunday. And he swears 
up a storm as Patriots RB Kevin Faulk fool- 
ishly attempts to lateral to wide receiver 
David Patten with seconds remaining in the 
game, turning the ball over to San Diego 
and giving up the Pats’ last chance at tying 
the game and forcing overtime. But he 
keeps his spirits up. 

When it’s over and the Pats have suffered 
their first loss of the season, Reis turns off 
the TV and thanks me for coming, smiling 
and shrugging a “you can’t win ‘em all” 
shrug. 

A few minutes later, as I drive past TF 
Green Airport on my way out of town, | 
cross my toes in hopes there’s nothing to 
worry about in Miami. And I cross my fin- 
gers in hopes I’m wrong about John Reis’s 
prospects of getting help from Robert

way to Boston Common. She realized that the free per 

formance of Carmen by Boston Lyric Opera — of which 
she is general director — was drawing a bigger crowd than the 
5000 people she'd expected. A lot bigger. When all was said and 
sung, park rangers and police estimated the recent Friday-night 
audience at 60,000. The following night, the crowd was estimated 
at 75,000 — a stunning accomplishment for an organization that 
normally sells 40,000 tickets in its entire season 

But with Carmen’s unexpected achievement come myriad ques- 

tions, including how to capitalize on an unusually diverse audi- 
ence; how to lure free-performance-goers into a regular-season 
production, when tickets are priced as high as $117; and how.to 
do it all again with equal or greater success. Complicated ques- 
tions, to be sure, but all issues that Del Sesto — a graduate of the 
New England Conservatory of Music with a degree in voice and 
music education who’s been with BLO since 1992 — is happy to 
be faced with 


Q: Tell me when you first started to realize that Carmen on the 
Common was going to be a lot more successful than you'd ex 
pec ted 

A: I would say that on Friday night between five and seven 
o'clock, when traffic came to a halt, and people | knew who saw 
me standing near a pathway into the park started saying that they 
had abandoned their cars because the traffic was so backed up to 
get to the Common that they got out of their cars and walked with 
their chairs to the park, an hour walking, just to get there 
{that’s when] I figured we had a lot of people coming 


Q: Did you have to revise your logistical plans on the spot? 

A: We couldn’t at that point, and they were just coming and 
coming and coming. After I welcomed people on stage and the 
performance started, | walked — since we couldn’t get through 
the pathways, I walked the street perimeters with the park rangers 
and the police, who were showing me what was going on, and my 
deputy director, who was the project manager of this, and we 
were addressing issues of how to handle or change things for the 
following night; there wasn’t a lot we could do then. But it was a 
very, very polite, well-mannered crowd, and very engaged and ab- 
sorbed. They told us they've never seen such a wonderful crowd 
there. And for us, it was pretty exciting in that it was a very diverse 
crowd, a lot of young people, and that’s very exciting to us. Many, 
many first-time opera-goers, who went away excited and thrilled 
and ready to come back and do it again. 


Q: For those people who've now maybe developed a taste for 
opera, how do you get them back in when the ticket prices may pre- 
clude them from coming? 

A: Well, we have student rush tickets, and we do advertise 
those. Interestingly enough, we’ve already had several university 
newspapers call because they had large groups of young people 
that they discovered had gone, or they were promoting it. And I 
don’t know whether you know this, but what is most encouraging 
about opera audiences — first of all, of all of the performing arts, 
it’s still the fastest-growing; we’re growing by leaps and bounds 
every year, according to National Endowment for the Arts data. 
But what’s most fascinating for us in the business is, the largest 
growth segment of our audiences is 18-to-24-year-olds, which 
also happens to be the smallest demographic group in the coun- 
try. So it’s very encouraging and promising for the future of the 
art form, obviously. 


Q: What had your initial expectations for Carmen on the Com- 
mon been? 

A: We thought that we could easily get about 5000 a night, and 
10,000 a night would be fabulous. So obviously we're thrilled at 
the numbers. 


Q: Do you worry now that expectations might be too high for 
next time? 

A: No, because I know that we care so immensely about doing 
it right that when we do it again — and plans are already under 
way to do that — that it will be just as good and just as exciting, 
and people will say, “Wow, it wasn’t just an odd memory of some- 
thing that was great; it really is terrific.” And the phones have been 
ringing with people who are calling and subscribing who have 
never even bought a single ticket before, because they were so ex- 
cited by the experience, and said, “Gee, I should’ve done this 
years ago.” And that’s great; that’s what we want. 

But more importantly, and I want to emphasize this, because 
this is sincerely meant, and is at the heart and core of our mission 
as an organization: to make opera accessible and available to 
everyone, whether they can ever afford a ticket to come to the 
opera. It is the most expensive art form to produce, and it’s not 
going to get cheaper. You could say, okay, build a 4000-seat 
house and you could have a lot of cheap tickets, but that’s not the 
kind of experience we want people to have if they’re going to pay 
for their tickets. We're very much committed to making sure that 
there is free opera for everyone. And some of those people will be- 
come ticket buyers and some of them never will. But that doesn’t 
mean we shouldn’t still bring opera to them. 


Q: How important is it that a new facility be available for pre- 
senting opera? 

A: Since the only real opera house ever built for opera in 
Boston, on Huntington Avenue, was razed many years, there’s 
never really been an adequate and appropriate facility. We were 
thrilled to be able to move into the Shubert Theatre, and we’ve

signed another five-year extension. But we must build a real opera 
house in this city one day. We’re in the early stages of developing 
specifications for it, and looking at minimum site requirements, 
land footprints. We've talked to the [Boston] Ballet for some 
years, because we share many, many of the same requirements; as 
a matter of fact, there’s very little that we don’t share, except for 
the need for the kind of dance floor they have, that could be laid 
on the stage. But we share the same acoustical needs; they need a 
stage house of roughly the same size and technical requirements; 
they want the same audience amenities in front of house, with 
dining and education space and boutique space, and comfortable 
seats, and easy parking, and all the things that we’re looking for 
for our audience. And we sort of roughly agree on the size. And 
it’s particularly important to us that it happen one day because it’s 
very, very difficult to co-produce with other companies and other 
major cities because our stage house is so small, relatively speak- 
ing. It’ll happen; I do believe it'll happen, and certainly, raising 
awareness about the company and the art form, and having this 
number of people enthusiastic and excited about seeing it does re- 
inforce what we believed all along, that there are many people who 
want to and would come to see opera if we had adequate pro- 
gramming and facilities for that to happen. 


Q: If I had asked you a week ago what you thought of the state 
of opera in Boston, would your answer have been different than it 
is today? 

A: I would have said that I think it is in better shape than it has 
ever been in terms of having a financially healthy company here, 
one that now has an international reputation as we do that draws 
audiences from around the world and media from around the 
world and impresarios from around the world. That we're not 
where we want to be eventually, but God, we’ve grown in 13 years 
from a $200,000 company that no one paid attention to, to a $7.5 
million company that’s considered to be one of the leading and 
best-run and most-exciting companies in the country. So I think 
it’s very healthy, because it’s not only artistically healthy; it’s orga- 


nizationally and financially healthy, and | do sincerely believe that 
for the first time — and we have very clear indicators that demon- 
strate this — for the first time, people in Boston believe that 
opera’s here to stay. It has a future. 


Q: For a city that’s considered as cultural as Boston is, why did 
it take so long Jor pec ple to believe that opera and the BLO are 
here to Stay ? 

A: I think in part because there were many companies, all of 
which had some real highs and some real lows, and many compa- 
nies valiantly did some great things, but maybe were not organiza- 
tionally sound; perhaps artistically exciting but not organizational- 
ly sound. I say this about singers, too; you can have all the spec- 
tacular singers and directors and designers and conductors and 
musicians in the world, but if you don’t have healthy organizations 
that make opportunities for them possible by having great boards 
and sound financial management and vision and great artistic 
thinking and planning, then it doesn’t do you any good. 


Q: Are you planning more free performances for next year? 

A; Well, no, because we want to take a couple of years to really 
plan adequately for the next one. There are issues with, how many 
do we do? With these kinds of numbers 


Q: Before, it was kind of “ignorance is bliss 

A: Right. If we can spread out the crowds, it makes for an easi- 
er, better experience — if there are fewer people each night be 
cause they have more choices. There’s the issue, when you're 
doing outdoor programming, of weather. But for us, it was very 
exciting, and it was very, very affirming, because we believed that 
all the talk about, “Well, Boston’s really not an opera city, it'll 
never be an opera city” is just not true. We've seen the interest, 
we've grown from a couple of hundred subscribers to over 7000. 
In our normal subscription season, we sell 40,000 seats as a sold- 
out season. We served the public, 60,000 people, in just one night 
{with Carmen on the Common]. And we as an organization, the 
staff and board, believe that that’s a part of what we must be 
doing. But we can’t jeopardize our main-stage season, and the 
people who have supported us and who buy tickets every year, by 
throwing so much into free performances that the staff resources 
and artistic and technical resources are not paying attention to 
those that helped us get to this point. 


Q: How do you, as general director, respond or react to a nega- 
tive review? 

A: I have to tell you that the philosophy in the business, and 
any of my colleagues would pretty much say the same thing, is 
that we pay attention to the people who buy the tickets, not the 
people who come for free. And that includes reviewers. It is one 
individual’s — and, you know, highly respected and certainly 
knowledgeable people — but it’s one person’s personal opinion 
and judgment. 


Q: But that opinion may affect the people who buy the tickets, 

A: Well, you know something? It hasn’t in our case. It really 
hasn't. We find, in all of the research that we’ve donexthat re- 
viewers really haven’t affected our sales; that in fact, what affects 
our sales is word-of-mouth of the audience. That’s what sells 
the tickets. 


Q: So is opera criticism obsolete? 

A: I don’t think it’s obsolete. I think it’s informed. But I think 
that we have very, very sophisticated opera-goers here in Boston, 
and they’re people who trust their own judgment, their own taste, 
who in fact trust the opinions of their peers. And that’s really what 
has sold tickets for us. 


Q: Do you have a favorite opera? 

A: No, I don’t. I have many that I like for different reasons. Be- 
cause I started first as a singer before I went to the business side, I 
have some that I have great love for because they felt good to per- 
form. I do have strong feelings about what works well for intro- 
ducing opera to people; Carmen is a great one for that, for in- 
stance. And what ones I would never take anyone.to for their first 
time. And there are some that are greatly loved that if I never saw 
them again, I would be perfectly happy. But I don’t program for 
my tastes; | program for our audience. 


Q: When you’re at home and not listening to opera, what do you 
listen to? 

A: I have rather broad-based taste. I love reggae music, just 
love reggae music. I love some of the jazz and blues. I also love 
people like Bonnie Raitt, real crooners. And as a matter of fact, 
unless I’m doing work at home, I actually try not to listen to 
opera, because it’s just not an escape for me. I mean, the one 
problem with being in the business is that you don’t listen to opera 
for pleasure. It never becomes non-work. It’s the only downside 
to it. So I try to listen to other things. I grew up in my early years 
as a conservatory student, when I wasn’t making classical music, 
reggae was just being introduced into this country, and I got to go 
to early Bob Marley and Tosh concerts. I really miss going out to 
dance to reggae music. I’d like to just go out and do some reggae 
dancing. And I'd love to do some salsa dancing. 


Q: Well, you should. 
A: I’m going to! This middle-aged lady's going to show up 
some day and kick up her heels. ®

Fighting

has become an unlikely weapon

thing in common: we are Al Qaeda addicts, 
jihad junkies. It’s a sickness. 

Yet the question remains: why should we all 
be drawn so compulsively, so inexorably, to 
this particular site? 


OBODY, EVEN me, fully understands 

my obsession with this,” writes the site’s 
owner and operator, Jon Messner, in, appro- 
priately, an e-mail interview. “As obsessed as 
I am, there are many others who quite liter- 
ally live on the board.” He’s not exaggerat- 
ing. One recent evening, I left Its Happening 
in the middle of a debate about Israel’s right 
to exist. When I turned my computer on the 
next morning, the same people were there, 
having the same debate — they'd been at it 
all night. “ARGH,” as Jim so succinctly puts 
it. “AAAARRRRRRRRRGGGGGGGGHH- 
HHHHHHHHHH!” 

“I am addicted to this site,” Jim writes. “I 

feel like I personally know these people!” But 
Jim, like the rest of the ItsHappening crowd, 


does not go there to make friends. Despite 
the fact that you'll find some light banter, 
and even flirting, on the site, it is not what 
you’d necessarily call a friendly environment. 
“As a matter of fact,” writes a recent poster 
in response to a perceived slight, “I'll give 
you a loaded gun which you can point at my 
head and before your pudgy little finger can 
depress that 4b trigger I'll have your sorry 
ass on the ground upside down with both 
your gun and your arm shoved so far up 
your ass that you'll blow your own fucking 
brains out.” 

Because ItsHappening is largely unmoder- 
ated, the site is raw, emotional, and often 
highly entertaining. It is also hugely popular. 
“{On] the slowest days the site gets between 
5000 and 7000 visitors,” Messner writes. 
“But when certain issues are prominent — 
for example, when Dirty Bombs were in the 
news — the spikes in traffic have gone as 
high as 70,000 visitors a day.” Though many 
of these visitors take a quick look and then 


clear off, there are many who don’t. Ona 
good day, or a bad day, scores of us stick 
around to babble, lament, pontificate, brow- 
beat, threaten. 

ItsHappening is not so much a market- 
place of ideas as it is a sprawling flea mar- 
ket. On any given day, the site will contain 
dozens of wildly disparate discussions — 
or threads — ranging from explorations of 
America’s reliance on Iraqi oil to debates 
over the existence of God. And then, of 
course, there are the rabid back-and-forth 
exchanges that everybody loves so much: “I 
am bring forth an army that loves death as 
much as you love life”; “You are fools to 
believe that all Americans love life more 
than death. That will be your undoing.” 
This may be ugly stuff, but there’s no 
doubting that it comes from the heart. In 
the ongoing public debate over America’s 
war on terror, ItsHappening is where the 
rubber meets the road. 

“The site is something different,” writes 


B.A.D., a long-time regular. “It is not just 
another conglomeration of articles through a 
media source, but rather real thoughts, from 
real people.” More important, perhaps, those 
“real people” include me. In a conflict that 
often leaves ordinary citizens feeling power- 
less, there’s something oddly reassuring 
about having a forum where you can chip in 
with your own two cents — even if your au- 
dience is made up, in the words of one 
poster, of “250 armchair experts.” 

At the very least, when you post on 
ItsHappening, you can expect a diverse au- 
dience: bored housewives, old soldiers, pol- 
icy wonks, professional wags, office lag- 
gards, sociopaths, and people claiming to 
be Islamic militants. Moreover, should you 
so desire, you can discuss Donald Rums- 
feld’s obfuscation or Osama bin Laden’s 
kidneys with people from all over the world: 
Messner has tracked users back to Italy, 
Canada, Mexico, Saudi Arabia, Pakistan, 
Botswana, Kirghizstan, Rwanda, Swazi- 
land, Algeria, Ireland, Antarctica, Iran, 
Ghana, Lebanon, Guadeloupe, and a hun- 
dred other countries. It’s not too rare to 
find an Al Qaeda sympathizer in Stockholm 
swapping insults with a true-blue patriot in 
Montana, with dramatic results. 

“All supporters of jihad and terrorism will 
have your children feasted upon. I’m blood 
thirsty and am ready to sink my knife into 
some towelhead motherfucker.” 

“And we are ready to sink our AKs into 
your ugly little coward faces. May the curse 
of God be upon you!” 

Even though such outbursts are scorned 
by many of the site’s faithful — the above 
exchange was followed by a post asking, 
“Do you two want something to drink with 
that?” — this stuff can get pretty bloodcur- 
dling at times. As Messner puts it: “This is a 
unique forum in that you actually have the 
opportunity to dialogue one-on-one with 
someone whose passion in life is to see you 
dead, your society and culture destroyed, 
Every now and then, there is an exchange 
that gets scary, and one of the participants 
disappears. These people are playing for 
keeps here on both sides.” 

Hold on a minute: death? Destruction? 
Playing for keeps? Why don’t we throw in a 
few aliens and some talking rabbits while 
we're at it? Who knows, maybe the Abom- 
inable Snowman frequents the site from 
time to time. Actually, in fairness to Mess- 
ner, he doesn’t seem to be your average In- 
ternet conspiracy nut. In a profile aired ear- 
lier this year, CNN described the ItsHap- 
pening creator as a “Web warrior,” and 
that’s what he is. In the electronic front of 
the war on terror, Jon Messner is firmly en- 
trenched on the frontlines. 


NTIL LAST YEAR, the closest Messner 
had come to online warfare involved a 
cease-and-desist order from the drug maker 
Pfizer, which was incensed that he had reg- 
istered a domain name with the word Viagra 

in it. Back then, Messner and his wife, 
Cherie, were quietly going about the busi- 
ness of making a small fortune in Internet 
porn. Their Web site Wetlands.net (“Where 
wives get naked”) had become “one of the 
largest adult communities on the net.” 
Though Messner had to make peace with the 
fact that hundreds of men were ogling his 
naked wife every day (“Cbaby on the boat”; 
“Cbaby at the office”), it.was a pretty good 
life. 

Then came September 11. 

“My wife and I witnessed the events of 
9/11 live on our television screen,” Mess- 
ner recalls. “I was totally blindsided. I was 
truly at a loss as to why we, as citizens of 
this country, were attacked.” While most 
Americans attempted somehow to absorb 
these feelings of shock and confusion and 
move on, Messner felt he had to do some- 
thing. For him, this was personal. The day 
after the attacks, he set up an Internet mes- 
sage board, in order to, as he puts it, “at- 
tract the enemy long enough that I might 
actually ask them exactly where in the hell 
they were coming from.” To do this, Mess- 
ner registered hundreds of September 
11—related domain names — al-qaeda.com, 
islamic-jihad.org, land-of-the-free.org, 
binladenmustdie.com, suitcasenukes.com, 











and so on. “My theory was to point all 
these Web addresses to one centralized 
board,” he explains. “Because these do- 
mains had such a broad interest base, | felt 
I could get a diverse representation posting 
to the board.” The experiment worked. 
Within days, ItsHappening had received 
thousands of postings, representing “wide 
and often antagonistic views.” 

By monitoring the discussions on his 
board, Messner continues, he “began to 
grasp the intensity [with] which the Mus- 
lim community hated our culture.” But he 
still wasn’t satisfied. “I decided to monitor 
the communications among hostile radicals 
on the net. [I] was able to link back to Is- 
lamic message boards and see what they 
were saying. It wasn’t good.” The site that 
really caught Messner’s eye was one called 
Alneda.com, which, he says, “was pretty 
much regarded as the official Al Qaeda 
Web site.” 

Infuriated by what he saw on Alneda, 
Messner went to work. At first, he figured he 

_ would simply redirect the site’s traffic to his 
own board — a fairly mild up-yours. Then, 
he says, “My wheels started turning.” By 
using a complex (and legal, he insists) 
process of Internet manipulation, Messner 
“hijacked” the Alneda site, set up a decoy of 
it on his own server, and started tracking 
everyone who logged on to the site. Messner 
had, through a combination of ingenuity and 
guts, set up an elaborate and effective elec- 
tronic sting. He decided he would share the 
intelligence he had gathered with the FBI — 
an experience he now likens to “dealing with 
the Motor Vehicle Administration.” 

“I don’t want to come off as bashing law 
enforcement,” Messner writes. “But the 
agency is . . . a big cumbersome bureaucra- 
cy, and as such things happen at a snail’s 
pace. When I hijacked the Alneda site, it 
took me a full five days to be able to dia- 
logue with anyone within the Bureau who 
had even a rudimentary understanding of the 
Internet. I had an agent sit on my couch and 
tell me, ‘Jon, when it comes to kidnappings 
and bank robberies we are really on top of 
our game, but with this Internet stuff we’re 
pretty much lost.’ ” He adds, “Our local FBI 
office doesn’t even have e-mail!” 

By the time the FBI had gotten its act to- 
gether, the radicals Messner had been track- 
ing had gotten wind of his ploy. “The person 
who maintains the real Alneda Web site post- 
ed on a board at Muslim.net that the infidels 
had set a trap,” he writes. Even so, the dam- 
age had already been done — Alneda’s cloak 
of secrecy had been breached. “I don’t want 
to be too specific, but I will say that more 
than a few individuals have had a knock on 
the door.” 





ODAY, THIS “Web warrior” spirit en- 

dures on ItsHappening. The site serves, 
for instance, as a sort of war room for 
groups of hackers who track and hack pro- 
terrorism sites on the Internet. The following 
“damage assessment” was recently posted by 
one of ItsHappening’s more high-profile 
hackers, who goes by the name Hoodwinker: 


83 Webservers hit with Trojan horses. 

67 websites permanently destroyed. 

22 websites defaced. 

3 websites servers taken offline. 

2494 Email accounts flooded and 
rendered useless. 

457 Email accounts traffic diverted to 
various intelligence agencies. 

3 Islamic forum sites flooded to the 
extent that their content was erased. 

Not bad for 2 days of work. But our 
finest hour is yet to come. 


Messner, for his part, says he suffers per- 
sistent retaliatory assaults. His network has 
been crippled by “denial of service” 
attacks. Mass anti-Jewish emails have been 
sent out with Messner’s name on them (“I 
get a lot of hate mail from Jews”). But it’s 
not only electronic attacks that trouble 
Messner. “I’ve taken measures,” he says, “to 
beef up security where | live.” 

Despite the seething hatred directed at 
him, Messner insists that “hostile radicals” 
still frequent his board. For one thing, he 
says, when the real Alneda site finally went 





back up, its operators announced the fact 
on ItsHappening. “I have been talking to 
another reporter who found our site 
through the ‘Favorites’ on a laptop he 
recovered from a cave in Tora Bora. 
How’s that for knowing the enemy is 
here.” Meanwhile, Messner continues, 
US intelligence agencies stick around to 
keep an eye on the radicals. “I know 
some of the ‘regulars’ are here in part be- 
cause they are required to monitor the 
board. I have been contacted by the FBI, 
US Marshals, the Secret Service.” 

And this is all part of the allure of the 
site. ItsHappening doesn’t only offer us 
a chance to comment on the war on ter- 
ror, it allows us to feel as though we are 
somehow involved in it albeit from a 
safe distance. There is something of a 
prewar-Vienna, Third Man-type feel to 
the site — a sense of shadowy intrigue, 
of half-hidden strangers and creeping, 
undefined menace. The boards seethe 
with rumors, including one — de- 
scribed by Messner as “not so nutty 
that Stupid Guy, one of the site’s regu- 
lars, is Zacarias Moussaoui, composing 
anti-American diatribes from his prison 
cell. 

Of course, there’s really no way of veri- 
fying that Stupid Guy is Moussaoui, or 
even that he is a guy. CentaurMyst, an 
early-middle-aged mother who claims to 
have “awesome tits,” could just as easily 
be a terrorist in disguise. USMC Retired, 
who claims to have helped train the Saudi 
army in 1976, could very well be an early- 
middle-aged mother with awesome tits. 
Stupid Guy may be less interested in 
fighting jihad than he is in fighting his 
raging acne. There’s simply no way to 
know. As Messner puts it, “We have had 
our share of high-school kids coming in 
and talking shit.” 

As if to drive home the point, a regular 
named Winter recently speculated that 
ItsHappening may be nothing more than an 
elaborate performance piece. “Is everyone,” 
she asked, “going to come out and [take a] 
bow?” 

One of the most enigmatic regulars on 
ItsHappening, Old Dutch, is also one of its 
most popular. “It’s impossible to beat Ol’ 
Dutch,” writes one regular. “The more you 
engage him, the more he'll drag your reli- 
gion through the mud.” In the battles that 
take place on the site every day, Dutch is 
viewed by many as one of the biggest guns. 
But it’s Dutch’s delivery, not his ideas, that 
garner him so much attention. Indeed, while 
you may not like what Dutch has to say, it’s 
hard not to be mesmerized by the way he 
says it: 


Old Dutch has only been laughing, 
with his feet cycling up in the air, when 
watching you nutty hotheaded bozos on 
telly. And I find it particularly funny 
when you pack of idiots start running 
through the streets with bouncing 
coffins, doing the ape-men’s coffin 
dance as you go at flying speed. It looks 
too ridiculous to be true to me... . 

Fancy running fast with a bloody cof- 
fin on your head. What dumb purpose 
does that have? Those dumb sand- 
brains really believe that this impresses 
the Western World, because their own 
dumb tribe is impressed by it. And who 
the fuck is impressed by a dumb 
screaming mob carrying framed photo- 
graphs of martyrs around, once again 
running and screaming while doing so 
Good riddance to the stupid bastards. 
They may all run through a mine field, 
as far as I’m concerned. 

One day during the Iran-Iraq War, I 
saw those young slim and fit wrapped 
up antheaps (those ladies wrapped in 
black) run through a minefield, carry- 
ing little baskets whatever for. I nearly 
choked drowning in my tears laughing. 
“Alahu-Ackbar” (Allah is Great) they 
screamed in a high pitch, while running 
through the fields like upright black 
umbrellas, with legs borrowed from the 
Flintstones. A few of them vapourised 
in a “huff and a puff.” Nothing left but 
a puff of smoke, squirting human tissue 
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are pathetic,’ wrote 
Watchful I. 'My

all over the field. Those were damn 
good mines, perhaps made in the USA, 
leaving nothing but a bloody puff of 
human tissue rain. God damn it, did I 
laugh. 

Should I cry? .. . She deserves to go 
up in smoke doesn’t she? 


AN IS LEAST himself when he talks 

in his own person,” said Oscar Wilde. 
“Give a man a mask and he will tell you the 
truth.” If this is true, Internet message 
boards, with their immovable masks of 
anonymity, should be places of unrivaled 
candor. But then what to make of Old 
Dutch? In a calmer moment, he describes 
himself as “a vegetarian who opposes the 
killing of anything,” and adds, “I don’t 
hate people, whatever race, colour or reli- 
gion.” Bloodthirsty brawler or vegetarian 
pacifist? It’s impossible to know which 
Dutch is real. 

If Wilde was right, however, then there are 
an awful lot of twisted, scary people out 
there — at least if the postings on ItsHap- 
pening are anything to go by. Messner, for 
one, says he is “ashamed and disgusted” by 
the number of “kill-the-camel-jockey” post- 
ings he sees on the board. “It’s pathetic,” he 
writes. “[It] enforces the horrible stereotypes 
the world has come to associate with “The 
Americans.’ ” 

Yet the level of rage on ItsHappening is 
nowhere near as intense as it was in the im- 
mediate aftermath of September 11. Mess- 
ner has often described his board as a “soci- 
ology experiment,” and it does offer us some 
interesting insights into America’s response 
to the events of 9/11 (at least as represented 
by the kinds of people who are given to fre- 
quenting message boards). Indeed, the site 
could be seen as a sort of barometer, a regis- 
ter of the nation’s gradual recovery from the 
terrorist attacks. 

In September 2001, the postings on 
ItsHappening suggested that the world had 
gone completely mad. Messages were gen- 
erally written in all caps, as if screamed, 
and contained the most vile, profane out- 
pourings of bloodlust. Back then, any state- 
ment that didn’t toe the God-bless-America 
line, no matter how innocuous, would in- 
cite a flurry of insults and death threats. 
Today, although hate-spewing extremists 





are still plentiful on the board, you get 
the sense that their hearts aren’t really in 
it anymore — at least not to the extent 
that they were in the days and weeks 
after September 11. 

These days, the most vehement anti- 
American voices on the board are as often 
gently mocked as they are violently 
abused. “Oh behave!” writes one regula: 
in response to a posting by a self-pro- 
claimed Islamic radical. “You lil’ terrorist 
you.” Another poster inquires, in mock 
horror, whether “Al Qaeda might fly this 
message board into the Microsoft HQ.” A 
year ago, such quips would have been 
unthinkable. 

“The rage has subsided somewhat,’ 
writes Messner. “Now the overall mood 
is lighter — even the hostiles will occa- 
sionally exchange a humorous swipe at 
the enemy. But, knowing that if they 
ever met they would immediately kill 
each other brings a chill back to the 
overall tone.’ 

Perhaps. Yet there’s no escaping the 
fact that today the site very often reads 
like some sort of Al Qaeda Love Connec 
tion, or that some of the most chilling ex-

regulars who, over time, have developed 
run-of-the-mill grudges. These days, in- 
stead of a clash of cultures, you have 
clashing egos. 

In the process of researching this arti- 
cle, for instance, I started a thread ask- 
ing for people’s thoughts on the ItsHap- 
pening message boards. Before long, the 
thread had devolved into a furious spat 
between two long-time antagonists, 
Roman Agenda and CentaurMyst. 
“Know what,” CentaurMyst wrote as the 
argument raged on, “if you don’t like me 
being here, then fucking leave.” Within 
an hour, Roman Agenda had stated his 
intention to do just that. 

“This is another reason | love this site,” 
wrote Jim. “I picture CM and RA, all red- 
faced, sitting at their computers, hitting the 
keys on their keyboards really hard and typ- 
ing as fast as they can. I just love you guys!” 
Other regulars were less enthusiastic. “Ah, 
you whiney fucks are pathetic;” wrote 
Watchful I. “My neighbor’s dog leaves more 
intelligent piles on my yard than you do here 
in the forum.” 


ODAY, THERE is an ongoing debate on 
ItsHappening as to whether it has out- 
lived its usefulness — whether the site is, to 
put it bluntly, in danger of disappearing up 
its own ass. Regular visitors say they’re get- 
ting fed up with the silly flirting, the inces- 

sant bickering, the chat-for-chat’s-sake 
mentality that’s becoming increasingly 
prevalent on the boards. “The site was so 
viorant and full of intelligent people to learn 
from and discuss things with,” laments 
Roman Agenda. “Now . . . well it’s pretty 
sad at best.” 

In recent-weeks, several regulars — 
some of whom have been posting since the 
site’s early days — have taken Roman 
Agenda’s lead and said they’re quitting It- 
sHappening for good. When a rival mes- 
sage-board operator came sniffing around 
the site recently (“i am here trying to steal 
visitors”), he was swiftly pounced on by 
Regis, Jon Messner’s online alter ego. “Go 
find yer own hate mongers,” Regis wrote. 
“These are mine!” It was a funny line, but 
you wondered whether there wasn’t a hint 
of panic behind it. 

Two days after that exchange, on Sep- 
tember 17, a long-time ItsHappening mem- 
ber named Alexis joined the exodus. “I’m 
leaving this site,” she grumbled. “I’ve had 
my fill of conspiracy theories and knuckle- 
heads and pissing contests.” Less than a 
week later, Alexis was back. “That’s bull- 
shit,” she wrote in response to someone 
who claimed Islamic warriors are nobler 
than their American counterparts. “Muji- 
had fights for his ideology just like any 
other combatant.” 

Her fellow brawlers quickly and warmly 
welcomed Alexis back into the fray. &

Timothy White 


hen A-list rock stars like Sting, Don Henley, Sheryl Crow, Billy Joel, 

James Taylor, Brian Wilson, John Mellencamp, Jimmy Buffett, and 
Roger Waters band together for a cause, it’s usually something like 
famine relief or Farm Aid. But this week, at Boston's FleetCenter and New 
York's Madison Square Garden, those performers are hosting a pair of 
concerts as a show of love and support for the late music journalist and 
Billboard editor Timothy White and his family. 

White died unexpectedly on June 27. He was felled by a heart attack 
as he returned to his office on Broadway after having lunch with a friend. 
“| was called out of a meeting and told Tim had passed out,” says 
Billboard publisher Howard Lander. “| never dreamed it was a heart 
attack, although in retrospect in makes sense since his father died of a 
heart attack at 49.” White, the author of the Bob Marley biography Catch a 
Fire and the essay collection Music to My Ears, as well as a former 
Rolling Stone staffer, contributor to Musician, and radio-show host, was 
50. He left behind his wife, Judith Garlan, and their two sons, as well as a 
gulf that seems to have touched many in the music business who knew 
him. 

“Timothy White was the best friend an artist could ever have,” Brian 
Wilson said when plans for the concerts were announced. Wilson was, in 
part, the subject of White’s book The Nearest Faraway Place: Brian 
Wilson, the Beach Boys, and the Southern California Experience. “We 
must remember to celebrate his life and always remember that the 
integrity and generosity that this man exhibited should be a lesson to the 
entire industry, as well as the entire world.” 

Indeed, White was well known and respected for his integrity in a 
business where that quality had become increasingly rare, especially in 
the upper echelons. “He loved music and the music industry, and | do 
believe he felt disappointed in some of the practices that have emerged in 
recent years,” Lander continues. “Tim did not understand gray areas. In an 
industry that survives on gray areas, Tim was a black-and-white person. 
He believed things were good or bad. That made it hard on him. Every 


year, Tim would say, ‘I think this is my last year, and I’d say, ‘How about 
one more.’ We were lucky. We got 10 or 11 years with him? 

During that span, White put new life into Billboard, expanding the 
depth, range, and humanity of its coverage and making many friends 
along the way. “He didn’t start off as a friend but as my employee,” Lander 
recalls. “But he became a large part of my life and my family’s life. | think 
what came across in our first meeting was his integrity and passion. | 
didn’t realize until we started working together that he had an incredible 
sense of humor. And after we grew close, | can’t remember a weekend 
when we didn’t communicate with each other. Not just about the 
magazine, but about a book he’d read and wanted to turn me on to, or 
what we were doing in our lives, or a movie, or turning each other on to 
music.” 

As the “Music to My Ears” tribute concerts take place, White’s post at 
Billboard remains vacant. Lander has been promoted to chief operating 
officer of VNU Business Media, Billboard's parent company. After his 
replacement is found, the new publisher will participate in the search of 
an editor. 

“Music to My Ears: A Tribute to Timothy White” takes piace at the 
FleetCenter this Monday, October 7, at 7:30 p.m., with performances by 
Sheryl Crow, Don Henley, Billy Joel, John Mellencamp, Sting, James

Bloody Sunday 


T hirteen dead: it seems like an average 


weekend in the Middle East or Pakistan or 


Africa these days, and barely worth a mention 
compared to the death toll of September M1. 
But the world was younger and perhaps more 
innocent on January 30, 1972, henceforth to 
be remembered as 
Bloody Sunday, when 
a peaceful protest in 
the Northern Ireland 
city of Derry disinte- 
grated into a blood- 
bath. 

Certainly Don Mul- 
lan — the author of 
Eyewitness Bloody 
Sunday, which is the 
basis of British film- 
maker Paul Green- 
grass’s Bloody Sunday 
— was younger and 
more innocent then. A boy of 15, he cowered 
a few feet away when Michael Kelly, age 17, 
was shot dead by a British paratrooper. 

“It was my first civil-rights demonstration,” 
recalls Mullan. “Little did ] know that I would 
end up in the killing fields. Of course, it has 
profoundly affected me and shaped my life. 
And if I had been two years older, I think I 
would have probably joined the IRA. 

“It wasn’t just that we had witnessed un- 
armed demonstrators being killed. Within 
hours of this happening, we were hearing re- 
ports coming from the media, from the

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Ivan Cooper {the local Member of Parliament 
who organized the demonstration] is having 
with his girlfriend, Frances — that probably 
didn’t happen in reality. But I think that it is 
an accepted mechanism.” 

Whatever Ivan Cooper said to his girlfriend 
that morning, the film makes a convincing 
case that the carnage of Bloody Sunday de- 
stroyed the non-violent civil-rights movement 
in Northern Ireland and drove young men into 
the ranks of the IRA, leading to 25 years of 
bloodshed and the loss of 3000 lives. In an age 
when you can see that many persons die on 
one terrible morning on live TV, those num 
bers might not seem so impressive.

A popular urban chain brings its 
success to the suburbs

The room, formerly Jae’s, is the 
nicest place where I’ve eaten Viet- 
namese food in North America. 
The spacing of tables and booths is 
wonderful, and the stonework and 
quarry-tile files are lovely. Your 
eyes are drawn to salt-water aquar- 
iums, large bowls of flowers, and 
contemporary paintings of Viet- 
namese subjects. (The pop back- 
ground-music tapes are a distrac- 
tion, however.) 

ld get right down to forks and 
knives (chopsticks optional), the 
Khai Cam combination appetizer 
($5 each for four or more) com- 
bines three to seven other appetiz- 
ers on a large glass platter. One of 
the standouts is the shrimp toast 
($4.95 by itself), which is actually 
made by stuffing Italian sesame- 
seed bread with shrimp paste and 
deep-frying the whole thing. A few 
slices of that can take the edge off 
any stressful shopping experience. 
Skewers of grilled beef or chicken 
($4.50) are strongly spiced with 
lemongrass, backed with cinnamon 
and anise. You get both the exquis- 
itely crunchy, tiny fried spring rolls 
($4.25) and the glowing, soft “summer 
rolls” ($3.95). All this is arranged around 
a considerable heap of minty Vietnamese 
salad with chicken that’s topped off by 
prettily cut shrimp paste, apparently 
peeled off the usual shrimp-paste-on- 
sugar-cane appetizer ($8.95). 

About the only other appetizer is Banh 
Xei ($8.95), a crépe that looks like an 
omelet, here done quite crispy, with big 
chunks of shrimp and fried pork among 
the bean sprouts. Quality actually makes 
this harder to eat, because it falls apart, 
but the accompanying salad of field 
greens has some large leaves you can use 
to assemble packages of crépe, filling, 
salad, and mint, which is the traditional 
way to eat a lot of Vietnamese food — all 
the textures and flavors in each bite. The 
traditional Vietnamese salads ($6.95) 
with chicken, shrimp, or both are some- 
what disappointing. Not enough fish 
sauce, not enough hot sauce. Without 
the livening exotics, such salads are like 
coleslaw and plain bean sprouts 

Pho is the name of a soup, and that 
soup still drives this restaurant. The clas- 


brisket are familiar enough, and novices 
may easily overlook the fine white tripe 
that passes for a crunchier noodle. A slice 
of bible tripe and another of “tendon” 
(tenderized gristle, good for the nails) 
are harder to miss, but my advice is to 
gobble them up as textural contrasts 
rather than flavors. (If you don’t want to 
do that, simpler combinations are avail- 
able, along with added meat balls and 
vegetables.) 

All soups at Pho Pasteur are served 
with a plate of add-your-own Asian basil, 
bean sprouts, and slices of lime. The 
usual Chinatown super-hot chili pepper 
is omitted, but two fresh red-chili sauces 
will satisfy the spice fiend, and sweet 
hoisin sauce is another optional flavor- 
ing. 

Chicken-noodle soup ($5.25/$5.95) is 
offered with “old or new style” broth. 
The old style is beef broth; the new style 
is a grandmother-type chicken broth. 
Many will prefer the new style to any of 
the beef soups, but you also have to try 
the vegetable-noodle soup 
($5.25/$5.95), with chicken, beef, or an

effective soy-based stock. Here the fill- 
ings are broccoli, turnip, fried tofu cubes, 
red bell pepper, and onions, instead of 
beef or chicken. 

Of the main dishes, it’s hard to beat 
the pork-chop rice plate ($6.95), a large 
plate with jasmine rice and salad, and 
options of sliced pork, chicken stir-fried 
with a lot of lemongrass, or sliced beef 
instead of the chop. There was certainly 
nothing wrong with a daily special on 
seared scallops and shrimp ($17.95) ina 
French butter sauce with adequate gar- 
lic. The mashed potatoes in the middle 
weren't flavorful, but it was a generous 
plate of seafood and broccoli. Sake-mar- 
inated sablefish ($19.95) is a 
fusion treatment for an oily Pa- 
cific fish we usually eat 
smoked, but too much of the 
sake stays with the fillet. 
Around the base of jasmine rice 
are some very nice vegetables: 
sautéed enoki mushrooms, shi- 
itake mushrooms, asparagus, 
carrot, fresh bamboo shoots, 
and cherry tomatoes. 

Salmon gateau ($17.95) is 
not a gateau at all, but three 
slices of salmon steak on a 
better mound of mashed pota- 
toes (garlic was an important 
difference), with horseradish 
mayonnaise and a lavish salad. 
Between the rice plates and the 
daily fusion entrées is a level of 
entrées like shrimp and broc- 
coli ($10.95). This is a quick 
stir-fry that leaves the shrimp 
delectably underdone and the 
broccoli just right, with a scat- 
tering of red bell peppers, a 
wisp of vaguely Asian sauce, 
and plenty of rice. 

The new Pho Pasteur offers 
mixed drinks, and a wine list 
of likely matches to Asian 
food, with eight wines by the 
glass. The Trimbach pinot gris 
($8/glass) is a much drier ver- 
sion of the popular pinot gri-

beers ($4) are even better 
matched, with Blue Moon 
ale’s spicy overtones ideal. Tea 
is served in Japanese iron 
pots. 

The big departure for this Pho Pas- 
teur is a list of fusion desserts, with 
menu credit to pastry chef Asako Ishii- 
Judson. The winner is a taro-tapioca 
custard baked in a shell of green co- 
conut ($12 for two). It comes on a 
large platter garnished with fruit, a 
cheese tuile, and cups of chocolate and 
caramelsauce. But the custard itself is 
very much Southeast Asian, with dots 
of tapioca and tiny taro cubes. | also 
liked the strawberry-champagne sorbet 
($5), three scoops that suited the con- 
text well. Banana spring rolls ($6) had 
too much of the crunchy-but-unsweet- 
ened wrappers in each bite, and not 
enough banana or chocolate. 

Service on two visits was excellent. 
With the owner visibly present on week- 
nights, the minor weaknesses are sure to 
be repaired promptly, and the strengths 
of the Vietnamese core menu are con-

Don't expect frills: Falafel King is a take-out-only, lunch-only stand tucked > 
away in a food court that’s way more New York City than Mall of America (that’s a 
good thing). But if you want solid Middle Eastern cuisine for under six dollars, and 
quick, the King rarely disappoints. Alzubaidy is arguably the fastest plate-lunch 
slinger in Boston, doling out salutations — “How are you today, my friend? Excel- 
lent!” — as furiously as he does trays. One suspects that the time-pressed lunch 
crowd appreciates the efficiency of Falafel King’s staff of five as much as it does 
the consistently good food. Repeat customers often receive a falafel with hummus, 


gratis. 


Falafel King offers salads, vegetarian and meat wraps, and plate specials that 
feature the usual Middle Eastern fare: lightly seasoned chicken or lemb and beef for 
meat lovers, and falafel, tabouleh, baba ghanoosh, and grape leaves for vegetari- 
ans. Standouts include crispy but not overcooked falafel and tabouleh that isn’t 
overpowered by the greens — in this case, the ingredients stand on their own. 
Crisp dills make the otherwise ordinary shwarma sandwiches ($4.50-$5.50) memo- 
rable, lending a tangy accent to the soft but not overly dry pita. The vegetarian and 
kebab-meat plates ($5.50-$5.75) boast a flavorful rice pilaf cooked in chicken stock 
with bits of noodle. No matter how busy things get behind the counter, the romaine 
lettuce is always crisp, providing a solid foundation for Greek, hummus, baba 
ghanoosh, and chicken or lamb salads ($3.75-$5.75). 

Here’s hoping this King remains in the building.

he initial bars of the Verdi Requiem, 

which opened the Boston Symphony Or-

Red Dragon goes easy on the psychology

s a pop-culture character, the FBI 

psychological profiler has played itself 

out. It was a novel idea when Thomas 
Harris introduced it to readers in his 1981 
Red Dragon, and when writer/director 
Michael Mann introduced it to filmgoers in 
his 1986 movie adaptation of that novel, 
Manhunter. Since then, however, the char- 
acter has become a cliché in countless seri- 
al-killer movies, a device whose pretense of 
exploring the psychological underpinnings 
of evil has been reduced to an excuse for 
baroque directorial flourishes that zstheti- 
cize violence and rob it of moral weight. 
The nadirs of this trend were 2000’s The 
Cell and 2001’s Hannibal, the latter adapt- 
ed from the third book in Harris’s Hannibal 
Lecter trilogy into a movie that seemed to 
agree with its psychopathic protagonist’s el- 
evation of taste and style over morality. 

With the new film version of Red Dragon, 

however, comes a retrenchment. This latest 
entry still lacks the heart of The Silence of 
the Lambs, Jonathan Demme’s 1991 movie 
version of the second Lecter novel, which

Direc- 
tor Brett Ratner, who's 
best known for the Rush 
Hour action comedies 
and the gloppy Christmas 
movie Family Man, isn't 
the guy to look to for 
such sympathy or emo- 
tional depth.

Likewise Anthony 
Hopkins, in his third go- 
round as Lecter, is now 
no more interested in 
digging up new psycho- 
logical insights into his 
character than, say, 
Robert Englund was the 
sixth time he played 
Freddy Krueger. Al- 
though the story requires 
Lecter to be a bit younger, angrier, and 
more impatient, viewers know the character 
too well by now to find anything he does 
surprising. So Hopkins has pared his per- 
formance to a minimum; every once in a 
while he pops up, delivers a patented quip 
or jolt, and exits before he cati wear out his 
welcome. 

In fact, the most surprising thing about 
Red Dragon is how subtle and spare it is.

Damn Yankees? 


Things get ugly at the Toronto Film Festival 


eing the best by far on earth came 

crashing down on the Toronto Inter- 

national Film Festival last month: for 
the hot preview screenings, there were rarely 
enough seats in the theaters to accommodate 
all the press and industry members who were 
clamoring to get in. It was frustrating being 
shut out of key film showings. But unlike 
some crybaby American critics, | didn’t 
make a stink about it. 

“Go back to your own country!” a Mon- 
treal journalist shouted at Roger Ebert, 
who'd been fuming very. loudly. Polite Cana- 
dians couldn’t help noticing that it was 
mostly VIP press from the USA (there were 
journalists from around the world) who were 
registering complaints and even threatening 
to boycott this great festival in future years. 

Speaking of ugly Americans: The Trials of 
Henry Kissinger, a superb documentary di- 
rected by Eugene Jarecki, played this Sep- 
tember 11 at Toronto, and it reminded us 
that on September 11, 1973, bombs fell on 
the palace of Chilean president Salvador Al- 
lende, an action that was backed and blessed 
by the CIA and Secretary of State Kissinger. 
This movie shows Henry dancing over the 
map doing treacherous things (such as dis- 
mantling a Vietnam peace plan) to consoli- 
date his power in Washington. We also see 
Mayor Rudy sanctimoniously welcoming 
him to speak to TV cameras before the rub- 
ble of Ground Zero. 





More ugliness: The Quiet American, an 
excellent film version of Graham Greene’s 
prescient 1950s novel about the USA/CIA 
presence in Vietnam, had its official world 
premiere at Toronto, where festival attendee 
Miramax boss Harvey Weinstein was notice- 
ably MIA from the screening. Miramax 
bought The Quiet American prior to Sep- 
tember 11 and since has been distancing it- 
self from Phillip Noyce’s less-than-jingoistic 
movie; perhaps because of the overwhelm- 
ingly positive response at Toronto, a limited 
November 28 release has just been author- 
ized. Another possible reason for the Mira- 
max cold shoulder: Michael Caine, as a 
world-weary British journalist in Vietnam, 
delivers an Oscar-level performance, but 
Weinstein is looking to focus Miramax’s 
Academy Award push on Daniel Day Lewis’s 
performance in the upcoming Gangs of New 
York. 

Toronto's disappointments included Atom 
Egoyan’s opening- night Ararat, a ponder- 
ous, self-conscious jumbling of Armenia’s 
tortured history with several torturous psy- 
chodrama plots. Too bad, because we'll 
probably never get another film chronicling 
the Armenian Holocaust. David Cronen- 
berg’s Spider is a movie that only elite film 
critics could love, an arid, ascetic exercise in 
stasis and gloom, with Ralph Fiennes as a 
hardly speaking walking dead man, a schizo- 
phrenic zombie as the result of tragedies in

THE CHATEAU

And Peretz takes 
a refreshingly unprogrammatic attitude toward his 
characters. The sweet and guileless Rudd is re- 
vealed as a self-absorbed neurotic and, eventual- 
ly, an asshole. The brash, unsentimental Maico 
turns out to be level-headed and kind. The 
French characters are cynical and self-interested, 
but the film never repudiates them. The lack of a 
strong directorial point of view proves a greater li- 
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trying to answer Wolpaw’s au- 
dition questions: (1) Why don’t 
you ever leave your house? 
(2) Are you in love with 
Death? (3) Do you have a 
problem with God? (4) De- 
scribe what would be for you a 
truly “Wild Night.” Here’s

Roy Andersson is a cult figure in Sweden, 
though he has managed only three features 
since 1975, Financed by his legendary TV 
commercials, they are sorne of the funniest 
films ever produced.

Theatre Cooperative’s melting Butter

he ivory tower is overrun with moral 

moss in Spinning into Butter. Rebecca 

Gilman’s fearless play premiered in 
Chicago in 1999, won the Roger L. Stevens 
Award from the Kennedy Center Fund for 
New American Plays, and is now receiving 
a finely tuned production at the Theatre 
Cooperative. Set at a New England college 
where a racial incident has occurred, the 
work rips down the rigid strictures of pollit- 
ical correctness that buttress the establish- 
ment, thereby unleashing the characters’ 
unspoken thoughts about race. 

Sarah Daniels is a new dean at Belmont, 
a cozy Vermont liberal-arts college. 
(Gilman went to Middlebury.) The admin- 
istration prides itself on inclusiveness, but 
that’s just lip service, since there’s not 
much diversity at a party school that draws 
students because of its ski-country locale. 
The play opens with Sarah offering a schol- 
arship to a student of color. Only catch: 
can she classify his race in broader terms 
than “Nuyorican?” This is Gilman’s way of 
kindling the embers of racial tension, which 
flare up across campus when a black stu- 
dent receives hate notes. 

We never meet the victim, and that 
makes Spinning a drama less about the evils 
of racism than about how liberals deal with 
white guilt — or fail to. The college admin-

istrators are more concerned with whether 
their comments can indict them as racists 
and how they can bolster their own images 
(and egos) than they are with the climate 
on campus. Suspicious of the “cheap 
penance” offered by hoky campus-wide 
events and cynical toward students like the 
frat boy who seeks support for “Students 
for Tolerance against Hate,” Sarah looks 
inward to examine the basis of her own at- 
titudes. 

Korinne T. Hertz plays Sarah with icy 
austerity in the first act, even as the charac- 
ter works through a floundering relation- 
ship with Ross, an art-history professor 
whom David Rabinow portrays with book- 
ish charm. The couple’s chemistry is a bit 


contrived, but Ross serves a necessary role: 
he’s the only one with whom Sarah can be 
more personal than professional and air het 
guilty thoughts. Hertz pulls off the revela- 
tory eruption, down to the declaration of 
hate for Toni Morrison, like a cathartic re- 
lease. 

Director Lesley Chapman underscores 
the isolation of academe, thus blaming it 
for lack of productive dialogue. The play 
takes place entirely in Sarah’s office, and 
characters stare out a window at the cam- 
pus they’re disconnected from. On Alicia 
Gregoire’s stately yet sterile set, Chapman

keeps actors far apart, even when they 
speak intimately. 

Gilman’s subject could easily be the stuff 
of tepid reflection on the curses of the priv- 
ileged class, but she’s too skilled a 
craftsperson. She is candid about society’s 
dark issues in a way that brings to mind her 

contemporary Neil LaBute. Her 
comet-quick style, tart one-lin- 
ers, and plot surprises also sug- 
gest David Mamet. A Chicago- 
based writer who has received 
favorable national attention, 
Gilman has not been done here; 
Theatre Cooperative deserves 
credit for taking her on. 
The play’S name comes from 
the folk tale of Little Black 
Sambo, who offers pieces of his 
clothing in exchange for his life 
each time he is ambushed by a 
tiger. Arguing over who looks 
the grandest, the beasts give 
chase around the tree in which 
he’s taken refuge, moving so 
quickly that they spin themselves 
into melted butter. The pare allel 
gives a satiric edge to Gilman’s 
characters’ academic theorizing 
and surfacy solutions. Fred Rob 
bins best captures the farcical 
aspect, playing a tweed-clad hu 
manities-department chair as a 
caricature of academic pomposi 
ty. When Lida McGirr’s chirpy 
yet cutthroat Catherine, the 
elder dean, demands that Sarah 
make a bullet-point list on how 
to solve racism, Sarah matches 
the task’s ridiculousness with 
recommendations like “Don’t be 
stupid.” It’s as if the basic tenets 
of human decency had to be spelled out to 
those on institutional high. 

Spinning into Butter is churned with 
emotional force. It presents a touchy issue 
and takes a stand without being preachy. It 
works through arguments and encourages 
us to work along with it, asking the same 
questions about ourselves that we ask 
about the characters. In that sense, the play 
positions Gilman as an artist in the politi- 
cal-theater tradition more commonly asso- 
ciated with European dramatists from 
Brecht to Vaclav Havel. In an age when an- 
other institution, the corporation, rushes 
for quick fixes for deep-rooted problems, 
Gilman reaffirms that there’s no such thing 
as a pat solution.

The Forsyte Saga returns

et in late Victorian London with 
modernism threatening right around 
the corner John Galsworthy’s fa- 

milial three-part epic The Forsyte Saga pro- 

vided a perceptive look back on an era not 

long past when it appeared, between 1906 

and 1920. First adapted for television in 

1969 as a 26-part series, it helped launch 

public broadcasting as we now know it, 

clearing ground for high-drama costume se- 

ries like Upstairs, Downstairs and, indeed, 

for Masterpiece Theatre itself. In this new 

adaptation, the story’s ageless conflicts are 

set in high period relief, powered by a beau- 

tiful production that conjures an England 

long gone and a stellar 

cast who capture the 

roiling emotions be- 

neath this high bour- 

geois family’s resplen- 

dent velvet, satin, and 

jew els. 

Those emotions boil 

over right from the 

start. “We can at least 

have honesty anid re- 

spect,” a husband tells 

his wife, explaining why 

he’s leaving her for their 

servant. “The master 

and a governess,” she 

responds scornfully, cit- 

ing the scandal that will 

ensue. This is a scene of 

heartbreak and betrayal, 

perfect for the opening 

of a mini-series. But it’s 

also a face-off between 

changing eras that re- 

veals the conflict be- 

tween their mores: the 

one seeks modern com- 

munication, the other 

falls back on propriety. 

What’s more, it’s a 


tion of the prerogatives of success have been 
stultifying. Having acquired, the Forsytes 
now wish only to maintain, to hold still, 
much as England did during the last years of 
Victoria’s reign. That the world and many of 
their peripheral family members are evolving 
makes misunderstandings inevitable. 
Nowhere are these conflicts played out 
more visibly than on the face of Damian 
Lewis (from HBO’s Band of Brothers). Epit- 
omizing the Forsyte dilemma as the young 
solicitor Soames Forsyte, Lewis's creation is 
an uneasy balance of stubbornness and vul- 
nerability. The pillar of the family (his own 
father defers to him on the question of his 
sister's marriage settlement), Soames lives 
and breathes propriety. Insufferably stern to

thy’s fat novel opens 
years later, with much 
of this series’s first two 
hours revealed through 
allusions to characters’ pasts and through 
memories. But it works as a piece with 
Galsworthy’s often humorous and perceptive 
text, laying the family’s complicated history 
out in a linear fashion that works best for 
this kind of drama in installments. One bad 
marriage splits, another falls into place, and 
the husbands, wives, children, and parents 
search for balance when affection and duty 
disagree. The answers they find keep chang- 
ing; the younger Forsytes and their spouses 
are less likely to keep up appearances and 
accept their roles. “The Empire’s going to 
pot, and the family with it,” complains old 
James Forsyte (John Carlisle) as those com- 
plications play out. He’s speaking after the 
death of Victoria, but his sentiment has a 
modern ring: another paterfamilias disap- 
pointed in the choices of his offspring. 

For the family as for the Empire, which 
enters the Boer War over the course of the 
eight-hour series, success and the assump-

and Gina McKee as his wife, Irene, embody the conflicts and 
changing mores of the Victorian era. 


both his more emotionally labile brother and 
his unhappy wife, he’s a man almost out of 
time, his Victorian sense of entitlement al- 
ready losing ground. As Soames’s family life 
grows more untenable, Lewis reveals the 
strain as frustration turns to rage. We can 
sympathize with his confusion — life is no 
longer going according to plan — but even 
as we are let into his dilemma, his anger 
seems repulsive. 

We are, after all, products of our own age. 
And as he barks orders to his wife and 
brother, we too recoil, wishing that he would 
pause to enquire and listen. Still, his more 
modern wife, Irene Heron, is no contempo- 
rary paragon. Portraying the unhappy beau- 
ty, Gina McKee is a marvel of opacity. Her 
pale face and heavy-lidded eyes barely move 
as she lies still beneath her husband during 
sex. No wonder, then, that when her pas- 
sions are ignited and she smiles at the object 
of her affection during a ballroom scene in 
which she seems to provide the only spark of 
color, everyone in the room is immediately 
aware of the change. Supported by a mar- 
velous cast, including Colin Redgrave as Old 
Jolyon and Rupert Graves as Young Jolyon, 
two of the more sympathetic members of 
this clan, these talents fill those gorgeous 
costumes with flesh and blood. More impor- 
tant: with its vivid take on a distant, chang- 
ing era, The Forsyte Saga is as relevant now 
as it was in 1969. ae

robably it’s simplistic to think of a 

choreographer’s career as variations on 

a theme, but the splendid retrospective 
“Trisha Brown: Dance and Art in Dialogue 
1961—2001,” which opened last weekend at 
the Addison Gallery of American Art in An- 
dover, showed how important visibility is to 
this dancemaker. From her first perceptual 
experiments to her current explorations of 
stage space, Brown has probed the issues of 
seeing — how we see the dancer, how the 
dancer sees herself, what it means to see and 
be seen. The Addison show, plus several per- 
formance events last Saturday, opened up 
many of postmodernism’s old questions 
again, supplying a healthy jolt to the mind as 
we Start out on a new season. 

Curated by Hendel Teicher, the exhibition 
occupies the entire second floor of the Addi- 
son Gallery on the Phillips Academy campus 
— 10 separate spaces filled with graphics, 
objects, videos, sound, and installations that 
document Trisha Brown’s dance. Brown and 
company were on hand Saturday for a 
morning talk and an evening performance, 
and a group of students performed two of 
her early pieces during the afternoon. The 
show will run here until January 5, then 
move on to the co-sponsoring Tang Teach- 
ing Museum at Skidmore College and insti- 
tutions in Houston, New York, and Seattle. 

Despite its title, the show pretty much 
skips over the first decade of Trisha Brown’s 
career, beginning with her so-called equip- 
ment pieces around 1969. Before that she 
took part in the Happenings and was a 
mainstay of the Judson Dance Theater and 
Yvonne Rainer’s improvisational Grand 
Union collective. The cross-disciplinary 
events of the early-’60s avant-garde were 
highly visual, non-linear, hallucinatory, as 
dancers worked with artists, filmmakers, and 
poets to upend the fundamental assumptions 
of performance and invite new definitions. 

There was no recognizable dance, but there 
was a lot to see: props, designs, film and 
graphic projections. Often the event took 
place in some non-theatrical environment or 
incorporated elaborate constructions that the 
performers had to grapple with. In some way, 
the outlandish sets and designs, the surrealis- 
tic costumes, the bizarre behavior forced the 
audience into either making up a rationale for 
what was clearly irrational or sitting back and 
enjoying it as spectacle. 

Brown was interested in three things, | 
think, in those days: making demands on the 
performers that didn’t require conventional 
dance technique; creating formal structures, 
like little games or tasks, that would facilitate 
movement exploration; and proposing situa- 
tions to the audience that would jar us out of 
our usual viewing habits. By the beginning of 
the ’70s, she was doing her most famous 
equipment pieces, Walking on the Wall, Man 
Walking Down the Side of a Building. These 
and less spectacular ones like the Leaning 
Duets — where partners connected by loops 
of rope leaned away from each other or 
against each other, trying to fall or not to fall 
— were shown at the Addison in photo- 
graphs and generous film clips projected 
large in an empty room. 

In the gallery devoted to the early work, 
one example from this series was performed 
live by three students. (Unfortunately, no 
program information was given about these 
young women, or about how they learned 
the piece.) Floor of the Forest (1969) takes 
place in a rope grid like a cargo net that is 
suspended about five feet off the floor. 
Pieces of clothing are threaded in the net, 
and the dancers move across it, wriggling in 





and out of the sweaters and shorts as they 
go. They have to twist into unusual shapes 
balance and rebalance their weight, in order 
to negotiate the odd environment. | saw this 
piece in a gym at NYU in 1971, when the 
net was hung higher and a rummage sale 
was taking place underneath. The perform 
ers were like animals, silently moving above 
us in a jungle canopy. When the performers 
are at eye level, it’s an endless fascination to 
watch them pushing the limits of their own 
trust and flexibility. 

Brown found simpler ways to elicit move- 
ment adaptations during this same period. In 
Roof Piece, dancers telegraphed a sequence 
of big gestural moves from one to another 
along half a mile of downtown New York 
rooftops. No spectator could see the whole 
piece, but when the sequence reached the 
end and was relayed back the other way, you 
could see how the shapes decayed as each 
person picked them up and copied them. In 
the Sticks series, they had to balance long 
bamboo poles with certain restrictions, like 
moving from sitting to lying down while 
touching the pole of another person. Some 
of Brown’s own drawings are included, and 
she sets up similar tasks for herself there. 
She draws her right hand with her left, her 
foot with the other foot 

Becoming more interested in pure move 
ment, Brown worked variations on the de 
vice of Accumulation, building a dance one 
gesture at a time. With each addition, the 
dancer repeats the whole string of gestures 
until they add up to 30. Naturally, this re 
sults in a lot of repetition and the possibility 
of slippage corners get cut here and 
there, little bits get speeded up, hesitations 
and tiny distractions break the continuous 
flow of the

Around 1975 Brown, along with many of 
the postmoderns, started taking her experi 
ments into the mainstream with a touring 
company. She developed a specialized dance 
technique and fully designed choreographic 
productions meant for the stage. The Addi- 
son show concentrates on five visual artists 
who've worked with her since that time as 
the company has expanded and prospered. 

She met Robert Rauschenberg in the Jud- 
son Dance Theater days, and he’s con- 
tributed scenic elements to at least five of her 
dances. Most of his designs added or created 
some illusionistic problem: his big black- 
and-white photographs of clothes lines, box- 
cars, street lights, oranges, that cycled across 
four huge panels behind the dancers in 
Glacial Decoy (1979); the translucent cos- 
tumes and side curtains for Set and Reset 
(1983); the lighting instruments and micro- 
phones mounted in steel frames that activat- 
ed light and sound when the dancers passed 
through electronic-sensor beams in Astral 
Convertible (1989). 

There was a room of Donald Judd’s aus- 
tere but minutely varied minimalist boxes 
and woodcuts. He made the color-field 
backdrops for Son of Gone Fishin’ (1981) 
and Newark (1987). Nancy Graves’s squig- 
gly, complicated, brightly colored “land 
forms” inhabited Lateral Pass (1985), and 
Fujiko Nakaya’s fog installation obscured the 
stage and became a screen for the dancers’ 
projected shadows in Opal Loop/Cloud In- 
stallation (1987). 

In the evening concert, Brown’s solo If 
You Couldn't See Me (1994), with music 
and costume by Rauschenberg, played an- 
other Brownish trick on the audience’s eyes. 
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FROM HER FIRST PERCEPTUAL EXPERIMENTS (0 /ter current explorations of 


stage space, Brown has probed the issues of seeing 


how we see ‘the dancer, how the 


dancer sees herself, what it means to see and be seen 


She danced the whole piece without showing 


her face in our direction. Her articulate 
back, her easy-swinging arms and legs, 
could belong to a much younger woman; 
she’s about 66 now. But I also started fanta- 
sizing about what the dance would look like 
if I were sitting at the back of the stage in- 
stead of the front. Well, what is back and 
front anyway, Brown might ask. 

Terry Winters’s drawings in the gallery 
seemed to get denser the more I looked at 
them. Rhythmic swirls and tangles were laid 
down on forests of parallel lines or curves, 
and underneath or behind those were small- 
er, busier shapes, and even graph grids. Two 
drops for El Trilogy (2000), which was per- 
formed by nine company dancers, replicated 
these drawings, one in giant size and 24 of 
them in neat rows. Winters also contributed 
a tree of brass cymbals in gradually dimin- 
ishing sizes top to bottom. 

The dance, with modern-jazz-bebop 
music by Dave Douglas, was created in three 
big blocks over a couple of years and still 
looks like three separate dances, with two 
solo interludes performed while the crew 
changes scenery. 

Since Brown began making stage pieces 
again — music appeared even more recently 


her work has looked less organically con- 
ceived to me. If there’s a structural scheme, 
it’s less evident. She explains in the exhibi- 
tion panels how scene designs prompted her 
to think about the movement in various 
pieces, and you can see in her dancers’ 
movement her fascination with illusion, 
transparency, layering, lightness, levitation, 
levity. Three men lift one another, blurring 
the moment of lifting and leaving the 
ground. There are unison duets where one 
dancer is directly upstage of the other in- 
stead of by her side. In a downstage-upstage 
line-up, movement proceeds through the 
group in a wave, like something in a Busby 
Berkeley movie. 

But El Trilogy is a long dance to take in 
after the other provocations of the day. I lost 
my way in tracking it, through the stretches 
of flinging arms and soft pivotings and ges- 
turing and line-ups. Finally the piece seemed 
like a perpetual-motion machine that was 
changing all the time and somehow at the 
same time not changing at all. 

The Addison Gallery is issuing a hand- 
some catalogue of the show, and there will 
be further performances. Trisha Brown’s ca- 
reer needs revisiting and more exploring, 
and it’s not done yet. *

Someone sneezed from a 
different direction, but the music continued, 
uninterrupted, for the next hour and a half. 
It was a very good, a very honorable per- 
formance. It seemed to fly by. The chorus, 
prepared by John Oliver, continued to deliv- 
er. Its members sang from memory, and 
with remarkable variety, dramatic power, 
and precision (diction — even in the most 
complex fugal passages — was clearer and 
sharper than from the individual lips of the 
soloists). For me, they were the heart and 
soul of this event — truly the voice of a 
heartbroken populace. 

They, along with the orchestra, included 
the only Americans in this performance. In 
the Spanish maestro Friihbeck de Burgos, 
the BSO management brought back to Sym- 
phony Hall one of its most distinguished 
guest conductors. And the quartet of soloists 
included singers from Italy, Germany, and 
Russia with significant international careers. 

The most troubled was the Russian con- 
tralto, Larissa Diadkova, who sings Verdi at 
the Met but is best known for her work with 
the Kirov Opera. I’d been impressed by 
when | heard her six years ago performing 
with Valery Gergiev and the New York Phil- 
harmonic in Shostakovich’s song cycle From 
Jewish Folk Poetry. But in the Requiem, she 
had serious pitch problems and a clotted 
tone. Her voice seemed to blow into and out 
of focus, changing size but never varying its 
timbre or departing from an attitude of stiff 
solemnity. 

Italian tenor Giuseppe Sabbatini, who has 
sung leading roles at La Scala and the Met, 
was almost the opposite. His tight voice 
seemed attractive only around the middle of 
his register, where he didn’t have to force it 
— which was not often. It never floated. The 
great tenor moment in the Requiem is the 
Ingemisco, Verdi’s eloquent cry of unworthi- 
ness. Sabbatini turned it into almost a paro- 
dy of the Italian tenor, sob and all. In the 
Hostias, he was even hammier, lunging for- 
ward and leaning on his music stand. 

In the summer of 2000, German bass 
Reinhard Hagen sang the Beethoven Ninth 
with the BSO under Friihbeck de Burgos at 
Tanglewood, and the following summer he 
sang John the Baptist opposite Deborah 
Voigt in Seiji Ozawa’s powerful and charac- 
terful Salome. The Requiem marked his 
Symphony Hall debut, and he wasn’t very 
powerful or characterful. He sang with a 
sturdy, handsomely resonant voice, an unre- 
liable sense of pitch, no real passion, and no 
particular personality. Respectable, for the 
most part, but a cipher. 

In many ways the most satisfying, certain- 
ly already the best-known, but also the most 
complicated of the soloists was the young 
Italian soprano Barbara Frittoli — a favorite 
of BSO music director designate James 
Levine. At the Met she’s sung both Desde- 
mona and the title role of Verdi’s Luisa 
Miller under his direction. One sign of her

celebrity status is that she appears both on 
complete opera recordings and on her own 
recital albums. She’s extremely pretty. Toss- 
ing her long, straight, silky hair out of her 
eyes, and with a similar emotional direct- 
ness, almost schoolgirlish, she reminded me 
of the young Barbra Streisand. She wore a 
revealing low-cut gown but also had a di- 
aphanous black shawl that she wrapped 
modestly — often expressively — around 
her. She has an odd facial tic, a kind of re- 
peated squint or blink, that got quite dis- 
tracting. But she was the one soloist who 
didn’t need to rely on her score. 

Her gleaming, lyric voice is not as big as 
I'd expected after hearing some of her 
recordings, but it’s very focused, very accu- 
rate. None of the soloists had a real trill, but 
Frittoli, at least, was always on pitch. She 
not only floated out her most important 
note, the treacherous, high-lying pianissimo 
on the word “Requiem” in the Libera me, 
she also landed squarely on the “m,” where- 
as most sopranos, when they can sustain the 
note at all, end on some indeterminate 
vowel. (The concluding Libera me was actu- 
ally the first Requiemi section Verdi wrote — 
in 1869, as part of a multi-composer memo- 
rial to Rossini, five years before he altered it 
for, and incorporated it into, his own full- 
length masterpiece. The BSO program 
booklet also points out that an even earlier 


musical theme, which became the moving, 
memorable melody of the Lacrymosa, start- 
ed out in 1866 as the tenor/baritone duet in 
Don Carlos.) 

And yet with all these admirable qualities, 
there was still something missing. Size is 
part of it. This part demands a kind of vocal 
and emotional grandeur — an epic scale. 
One wants more than earnestness, more 
than lyric sweetness. And Frittoli’s voice still 
seems a little impersonal as a sound. I’ve felt 
this on her recordings, and I felt it more on 
hearing her in person. She can be a touching 
singer, but she’s not yet a heartbreaking one. 

This was also my reservation about the 
entire performance. Friihbeck de Burgos is a 
conductor of refinement and wisdom, and he 
gave a sensitive reading of the score. The or- 
chestra played superbly. Antiphonal pairs of 
trumpets in the first balcony answered the 
on-stage trumpets of doom. In the Dies irae, 
bass drum and timpani pounded out the end 
of the world. Oboist John Ferillo played his 
upward-spiraling solo in the Ingemisco with 
a more poignant vocal quality than the tenor 
he was accompanying. And the chorus was 
phenomenal. What more could one want? 
Yet some ultimate urgency was missing. 
Maybe an even more incisive sense of devel- 
opment, an even greater rhythmic bite or 
lyric expansiveness. The impressive parts 
didn’t quite add up, build to a significantly 


more earned whole 


Still, this was one of the better BSO open 
ings in a very long time. And the upcoming 
BSO season has, on paper, an intellectua 
shapeliness that’s been missing during the 
Ozawa decades. This coming weekend 
Friihbeck de Burgos is back with a program 
that holds high promise: Beethoven's tende1 
Pastorale Symphony paired with Stravinsky 
Le sacre du printemps, the violently opposite 
view of the ancient pastoral world. Friihb 
de Burgos’s recording of the Stravins 
one of his most celebrated. The followin

BSO OBOIST JOHN FERILLO, who has 
been in Boston only a year since leaving the 
Metropolitan Opera Orchestra, had a partic 
ularly busy weekend. Between performances 
of the Verdi Requiem he was also making his 
local debut as a concerto soloist, appearing 
with the Boston Classical Orchestra at Fa 
neuil Hall in Mozart’s only oboe concerto (a 
piece he later converted into a flute concer 
to, which is probably performed more often 
though the original oboe version is better) 
What a splendid musician Ferillo is: articu 
late, colorful, elegant, imaginatively uninhib- 
ited. The birdlike twitterings of the opening 
Allegro aperto lifted off and took flight. The 
flowing lyricism of the Adagio non troppo 
quicksilvered into the sprightly bravura (no 
less dazzling for being understated) in the 
Rondo: Allegretto finale, with its subtle gra 
dations of volume, its playful echoes, and its 
unforced rubatos, especially in the Pied 
Piper cadenzas. You'd gladly follow him any 
where. 

This concert too had a rocky start. Just 
after conductor Steven Lipsitt began the 
Overture to Rossini’s first comic master- 
piece, L'Italiana in Algeri (“The Italian Girl 
in Algiers”), he stopped, jokingly referring to 
the BSO’s already notorious glitch of the 
previous night. But this time it wasn’t the 
audience’s fault: after the pre-concert re- 
hearsal, someone had forgotten to turn off 
the metronome. The rest of the performance 
went without a hitch, though the reverberant 
acoustics of Faneuil Hall (and some imper- 
fect ensemble work in the pizzicato strings) 
undercut the joke of Rossini’s surprising ex- 
tremes of volume. BCO oboist Barbara 
LaFitte won a deserved hand for her solo 
work, which is perhaps the overture’s best- 
loved music. 

Lipsitt’s fresh approach worked well in the 
Mozart, too: he supplied a lively, unobtru- 
sive, but responsive accompaniment for his 
brilliant soloist. The evening ended with 
Beethoven’s Second Symphony in a per- 
formance that concentrated more on its 
rough rusticity than in the tension Beethoven 
created between the rustic and the refined. 
Lipsitt fleshed out the relatively short pro- 
gram by talking about Beethoven’s alleged 
lack of melodic inspiration (so much for the 
late quartets) and offering a few thematic 
demonstrations from the orchestra. I’m not 
much for conductors chatting up an audi- 
ence, yet Lipsitt has a refreshing lack of self- 
importance, and it was sweet to hear him 
reminisce about a conducting workshop he 
took decades ago when young Ferillo was 
the orchestra’s star player Ss

Dave Holland brings his big-band jazz to Berklee 


hen Dave Holland comes to the 

Berklee Performance Center this 

Friday with his 13-piece Big Band, 
it will represent a plateau of sorts for the 
36-year-old bassist, composer, and band- 
leader. Not that his career hasn't already 
been rich in achievement, in watershed mo 
ments both in personal terms and in the 
history of jazz. He was present at the cre- 
ation of jazz-rock fusion, recording on 
Miles Davis’s In a Silent Way and Bitches 
Brew sessions. His work with the bands of 
Sam Rivers and Anthony Braxton in the 
mid *70s helped set the agenda for jazz's 
progressive wing, and an album of his own 
compositions he recorded from those years, 
Conference of the Birds (1972), with Brax- 
ton, Rivers, and drummer Barry Altschul, 
has come to be recognized as a classic. As a 
virtuoso bassist, he’s been associated with 
one “supergroup” after another, like the 
mid-’90s band with Pat Metheny, Herbie 
Hancock, and Jack DeJohnette. And since 
1984, Holland has released a series of 
small-group recordings on ECM under his 
own name that have continued to define 
progressive post-bop jazz. In the meantime 
he’s been piling up one award after another 
for his playing and bandleading. 

His new big-band album, What Goes 
{round (ECM), fulfills his work of the past 
20 years — or the past 30 if you go all the 
way back to Conference of the Birds. With 
that release he demonstrated how jazz’s 
various strands could be drawn together to 
make a new music: bebop phrasing, har- 
monies, and velocity; the expansion of song 
forms like blues and folk; and a composi- 
tional style that moved in and out of the 
chord changes, incorporating the best of 
the “free jazz” movement in sturdy, buoy- 
ant structures. Since then, Holland has 
worked assiduously toward the jazz ideal of 
a musical universe where ensemble cohe- 
siveness is at one with free individual ex- 
pression — the perfect balance of composi- 
tion and improvisation. 

What Goes Around brings those ideas to 
their richest expression yet Holland has 
never recorded his own music with such a 
broad palette. Several older pieces from his 
small-band recordings are here: “Shadow 
Dance” and “First Snow” from his first 
quintet album, Jumpin’ In (1984); “The 
Razor’s Edge” and “Blues for C.M.” from 
The Razor’s Edge (1987); “Triple Dance” 
from 1988's Triplicate; and the title track 
from 2001's Not for Nuthin’. The album is 
completed by one new tune, “Upswing.” 

The easiest route Holland could have 
taken would have been to let the full band 
play the theme and then distribute solos, 
with section parts providing the occasional 


Gary Smulyan’s baritone sax comes in with 
a bluesier, more swinging reading than Cole- 
man’s more abstract original.

improv. Aside from his usual rhythmic der- 
ring-do, Holland exploits traditional big- 
band colors — creamy reed-section pas- 
sages, moaning and barking brass. 

The effect is of extended narratives with 
fresh events unfolding at every turn. The 
What Goes Around “Triple Dance” is only a 
minute or so longer than the original, but 
it’s been entirely reconceived. And there are 
plenty of other felicities, like the relaxed

bridge sections. Instead, he’s fleshed out his 
material in a way that, in hindsight, seems 
preordained by the original tunes. The origi- 
nal “Triplicate” is typical Holland: an attrac- 
tive zigzagging boppish melody over rhythms 
that shift back and forth from a funky bass 
ostinato to straight 4/4 swing. On the What 
Goes Around version, he takes the line origi- 
nally played by alto-saxophonist Steve Cole- 
man, breaks it into parts, and refracts it 
through the lens of the entire orchestra. 
Over his bass, the introductory phrases are 
now scored for Steve Nelson’s vibes before 


line “Blues for C.M.,” Holland’s Mingus 
tribute, with Nelson’s percussive style set 
against the hard edge of Antonio Hart’s alto 
sax and a solo in which Holland matches 
not only Mingus’s short, breathlike phrases 
but also his intonation with a passage of 
buzzing upper-register plucking. In every 
piece, Holland uses his 13-piece band to 
create the illusion of the more conventional 
big-band complement of 16 or 17 pieces. 
“The people that I admire,” he explained 

to me over the phone from New York just 
before the start of the current tour, which 


was to take them all to Europe before re- 
turning to California and then the East 
Coast, “are the people that really use the or 
the jazz orchestra in a way to 
explore compositional 
ideas and settings for im- 
provising. I still think of it 
very much as setting for 
improvisers. But obviously 
we are the larger ensem- 
ble. You have greater op 
portunity to orchestrate 
and to develop composi- 
tional direction and so on.

presence in progressive jazz for three decades. 


I do think of it theatrically, in terms of 
events, and an idea evolving and developing, 
like in the theater. And as I say, I’m trying 
to find a balance, as I have with the quintet, 
between having written music — which is 
substantial enough, in my mind, to validate 
the presence of the large group — and still 
have it feel that it is this improvisational set- 
ting, and that we are really creating vehicles 
for improvisational approaches.” 

With that in mind, Holland’s featured 
soloists shine in piece after piece: Nelson, 
Smulyan, Hart, Potter, trumpeter Alex Sipi- 
agin, and alto-saxophonist Mark Gross, 
who plays some beautiful, Cannonball 
Adderley—like rich, bluesy lines on “First 
Snow.” “It has given me a greater cast of 
characters,” he says of the big band. “I did- 
n't want a generic-sounding band. The big 
bands I’ve loved are the ones that sound 
like a unit but in fact you could actually still 
recognize the individual players, so that 
when you listen to the sax section you can 
still tell who is who, even though they get 
this wonderful sound together. That was 
my goal in terms of choosing people. | 
wanted people that could really function in 
an ensemble but still have a strong individ- 
ual character in their sound and approach.” 

What’s also impressive about What Goes 
Around is that aside from being the band- 
leader and the bass player, Holland wrote 


and arranged all the tunes. In the big-band 
business, it’s not unusual for a bandleaders 
to assign arrangements to others within the 
band, or for the composer to form a part- 
nership with another composer/arranger, 
as Charlie Haden has done with Carla Bley 
in his Liberation Music Orchestra. Holland 
has played in big bands sporadically since 
the days of his London apprenticeship; he 
worked in the large groups of Sam Rivers 
and Anthony Braxton as well as doing occa- 
sional stints with the Thad Jones-Mel Lewis 
Orchestra, but not for extended periods. 

“It was intimidating at first,” he says, 
“because my heroes are people like Elling- 
ton, Strayhorn, Thad Jones and Gil Evans 
and Kenny Wheeler. They are such masters 
of the genre. | approached the whole idea 
of writing for big band with rather a high 
standard for myself. But I knew it was a 
step I had to take, both as a composer and 
as a musician. To try to put the musical 
ideas into a larger context. But | think the 
small-group writing that I’ve done has kind 
of been leading to this point. I think the 
way I’ve been hearing the compositions, the 
composing for a small group has been in- 
creasingly lending itself to a larger setting. 
So it was a kind of natural evolution.” 

And his first step as a leader, Conference 
of the Birds? He recalls it too as a kind of 
natural evolution. He’d been working with 
Altschul and Braxton in the band Circle 
with Chick Corea, which had just broken 
up. When he returned to New York after 
touring with Circle, he and Altschul began 
playing with Rivers. “It seemed obvious to 
me that that connection — the three of us 
in Circle, plus the trio that was working 
with Sam — would be a perfect unifying 
thing.” Rivers and Braxton, he says, “were 
two musicians that I really wanted to play 
with and join in that period — they were 
the ones I felt most inspired to play with.” 

But there was a different agenda behind 
the record too, since despite the presence of 
two other powerful composers, it was made 
up entirely of Holland originals. “I consid- 
ered that record to be a statement of intent, 
really. Because at the time, in ’72, the rip- 
ples of what Miles had done in Bitches Brew 
and so on, the echoes of that had gone into 
the music business and, unfortunately, as 
these things do, they degraded into some 
fairly mundane ‘fusion’ music. I was a bit 
discouraged with what was going on. It 
wasn’t even that I felt so compelled, like, 
‘I’ve gotta make a record.’ I just said | 
think I'd like to really make a statement 
about some music that I felt strongly about. 
A direction of music that really. meant 
something to me, and just put it out there 
for people to hear. It wasn’t so much a 
protest or anything like that, it was just, 
‘Okay, well here’s an alternative.’ ” 

As for the latest development in Holland’s 
music, he says that the Big Band is continu- 
ing to evolve. “The record was done 18 
months ago. Although we’ve only done a 
couple of gigs with the group, every time we 
get together, it moves along. I want to try to 
keep it flexible, move the soloists around for 
different tunes. It’s a vehicle for the whole 
group of musicians. This next two months, 
I’m so excited to see where it’s going to go, 
and where we're going to end up.” *

imee Mann’s first gigs in Boston were 

at now-defunct clubs like Streets and 

the Rat 
more than a description of guitar tones. A 
willowy blonde who then wore a rat-tail hair 


places where grunge was 


cut above her blue-green cat’s eyes, Mann 
stood out in the rock underground as both 
the singer and the bassist of arty punk outfit 
the Young Snakes and a fixture behind the 
counter of the then-sole Newbury Comics 
store. Even as "Til Tuesday, her next group, 
were winning WBCN’s annual Rumble and 
the attention of major labels, Mann could 
still be seen punching that register on New- 
bury Street 

So it went for much of the ’80s, when 
Bostonians were almost as likely to see 
Mann on MTV as shopping for used records 
at Nuggets. And though the late "80s and the 
early ‘90s brought a series of misadventures 
with major labels, she was still visible in the 
audiences of local clubs and even out 
strolling with then-boyfriend Peter Wolf. But 
we can’t take Aimee Mann's presence for 
granted any more. She left Boston for Los 
Angeles seven years ago, and it’s no coinci 
dence that her career is in healthier shape 
than ever. She’s just begun playing concerts 
to support her new Lost in Space (Super- 
ego), and one sign of her current popularity 
is the venue for her return to Boston this 
Friday: the Orpheum Theatre. 

“It’s huge,” she says by phone from the 
SoHo Grand Hotel in New York City, where 
she’s been making TV and radio appear- 
ances. “I can’t believe we can actually sell 
any tickets for that thing. I’m really shocked 
because for years I’ve always been, like, a 
Paradise act. | remember seeing a solo 
acoustic show Elvis Costello played there 
years and years ago.” 

That’s a fair recollection, since Mann’s re- 
cent work has been receiving Costello-like 
attention. Although her move to LA was 
prompted by her love for fellow singer-song- 
writer Michael Penn, the ears of the televi- 
sion and film industries quickly fell in love 
with the mix of melody and worldliness in 
her music. In 1995, her “That’s Just What 
You Are” was drafted for Melrose Place, and 
that began a streak of soundtrack appear- 
ances that included “Wise Up” in Jerry 
Maguire and nine songs for director P.T. An- 
derson’s Magnolia. 

In 2000, after her Magnolia work was 
nominated for an Oscar, Mann performed 
on the Academy Awards broadcast. That 
combined with the media’s enthusiasm for 
Bachelor No. 2 (Superego), which came out 
in May of 2000, has given her the kind of 
profile she hadn’t enjoyed since ’Til Tues- 
day’s “Voices Carry” propelled her to the 
charts and MTV’s summer beach party in 
1985. 

“Living out here has helped keep my ca- 
reer going,” she explains. “It’s so amazing 
the work you can get just bumping into peo- 
ple. You meet somebody at a club who turns 
out to be a music supervisor who says, ‘Oh, 
I’ll put your song in a TV show next week,’ 
and it happens. I'd left Boston because I met 
Michael, who has a son and his family out 
here. So many of my friends had left Boston 
and already moved to Los Angeles by then 
that Boston was getting to be a bit of a ghost 
town for me. And you know how Boston is 

everybody is either 70 or 20, so it can be 
real hard to find your peer group.” 

Which, in a sense, brings us to Lost in 
Space. Most of its 11 songs are small studies 
in disconnection, from “Humpty Dumpty,” 
the opening tale of an irrevocably fractured 
relationship, to the self-loathing of “This Is

How It Goes” and the obsessive, lonely “It’s 
Not.” These creep deeper into the sore, 
stinging spots of the psyche than the bitter- 
sweet and cynical sadness that’s been a per- 
vasive theme in Mann’s writing. And that 
sense of distance and isolation most of Lost 
in Space’s characters possess is underpinned 
by guitar and keyboard sounds that pull the 
arrangements away from the Beatlesque pop 
classicism that’s been a mainstay of her 
recordings since her 1993 solo debut, What- 
ever (Imago), and toward psychedelic rock. 

Mann explains that the dark and stormy 
tales of Lost in Space, in which references to 
lrug abuse and other compulsive behaviors 
abound, are more the result of her taste in 
reading than anything else. “I’m really inter- 
ested in the human brain, so for quite a 
while now I’ve been reading about the brain 
and psychiatry and everything in-between. 
I’m interested in people and how they work, 
and in general I’m interested in self-aware- 
ness. I go to therapy, and for me there’s a 
big incentive in trying to be really self-aware 
| want to act as a conscious person. 

“I’m trying to formulate my own unified- 
field theory about the human mind and 
human behavior. I believe there’s no differ- 
ence between brain chemistry and human 
emotions. If you experience emotions, you'll 
experience a change in brain chemistry. I’ve 
read studies that prove childhood trauma 
triggers measurable changes in the brain. 
And I think the subconscious wants to tell 
the story, even if someone can’t consciously 
tell the story. That’s why somebody who was 
molested as a child will often act in a sexual- 
ly inappropriate way — become a sex addict 
or a prostitute, or be sexually avoidant. 

“Personally, | don’t want to be somebody 
who acts from out of the subconscious. 
That’s very out-of-control behavior. So 
that’s why I do a lot of reading about addic- 
tion and brain trauma, and it really brings 
me a greater understanding of other people. 
Even the more extreme cases of people who 
are drug addicts and have problems with 
compulsive behavior that might seem inex- 
plicable.” 

All this is reflected in Mann’s lyrics, in 
which people drink alone in gray-hued 
rooms and seek a peaceful place they can 
find in their minds. She also wanted the 
sound of the album to portray “the themes 
of feeling isolated, where you feel like you’re 
living in kind of a surreal meta-world.” Pro- 
ducer and guitarist Michael Lockwood made 
that his mission, and he created a sonic 
membrane of shifting and shimmering tex- 
tures that’s the album’s aural glue. It’s evi- 
dent right from the wobbly guitar melody 
that opens the disc and the sci-fi-film chips 
that begin “Pavlov’s Bell,” *which might just 
be the album’s best track, what with Mann’s 
vocal and a catchy chorus that’s reinforced 
by crunchy rhythm guitar, alien slide lines, 
and other flourishes. If the pervasive sonic 
canvas seems all guitars, that’s probably be- 
cause the array of cheap, second-hand Casio 
keyboards Lockwood used were run through 
a menagerie of guitar-effects pedals. 

Then there’s the packaging. As those fa- 
miliar with “Ghost World” (from Bachelor 
No. 2) might guess, Mann is a fan of graphic 
novels and independent comics, and in par-

ticular of the gray worlds of Ghost World au- 
thor Daniel Clowes and his lesser-known 
peer Seth, who pens the Palooka-Ville 
comics. Seth’s drawings, including a four- 
page narrative, illustrate the 32-page booklet 
of Lost in Space. She explains, “The muted 
approach and starkness of his comics, and 
his characters, are all really similar to the 
feelings in people in these songs.” 

Another of her recent interests has been 
the ignition of United Musicians, a collective 
formed by Mann, Penn, Bob Mould, and 
Pete Droge for artists who've abandoned the 
tyrannical grounds of the major labels. “It’s 
something we're developing over time for 
artists who want to put out records on their 
own. We want to be able to supply distribu- 
tion, marketing, and other kinds of support 
that’s hard to get.” Eventually, CDs will be 
issued bearing the United Musicians imprint 
on their spines, though Mann says there are 
no plans to transform the organization from 
collective to label. 

Her own Superego imprint is an outgrowth 
of her thoroughly documented struggles with- 
in the major-label system. Mann’s story 
how Epic wouldn't let her out of her contract 
for five years after the final ’Til Tuesday 
album; how Imago 
lost its distribu- 
tor just as 


Whatever was released; how her next deal, 
with Geffen, led to a three-year limbo; and 
how Interscope, her last major label, felt 
Bachelor No. 2 wasn’t commercial enough 
and so held the record until she eventually 
won a battle to buy it back — has been writ- 
ten so often that she’s become a poster 
woman for the perils of dealing with major la- 
bels. The happy ending, of course, is that 
when she started selling Bachelor No. 2 over 
the Internet herself, the demand was so heavy 
that a distributor asked to put her records in 
stores and the disc became a modest hit. And 
now Superego has a life of its own. 

“Now I feel more comfortable talking 
about the major-label thing,” she says. 
“When you’re signed to a label, well . . . like 
the Michael Jackson thing where he’s calling 
his label racist for not selling his record 
That’s kind of unseemly. There’s a danget 
of, if you’re not successful, it looking like 
sour grapes, and if you are successful, it 
seems like you’re a big fat rock star crying 
over nothing. Which is well, it looks 
glamorous, but this is.a job and people who 
are in bands work, and the bigger the star is, 
usually the harder they work. | had a taste of 
it in *Til Tuesday. The major labels will work 
your ass to the ground 

“Now I feel like I can talk about it with 
more credibility. Although I am glad that 

Wilco [who were dropped last year by 
Reprise for making a “non-commercial” 
album] have taken up the mantle. They 
can talk about it for a while, so I 
don’t have to.” we

Why the Abbey’s not too shabby 


t’s a typical Saturday night at the Abbey 

Lounge in Somerville, and the Coffin 

Lids are on stage doing a song that 
sums up the zeitgeist. “Beer and Rock & 
Roll” finds singer Mike Feudale declaring 
his statement of purpose: “I don’t wear ex- 
pensive clothes ‘cause they don’t really 
fit! | don’t drink expensive wine — ‘cause it 
tastes like shit! Beer and rock and roll is 
all I need!” 

There are a bunch of reasons to love this 
quintessential neighborhood dive. There’s 
the red curtain in front of the stage, which 
the bands themselves have to pull shut at 
the end of every set. There’s the fancy 
backstage area, which is partly an alley be- 
hind Inman Square. There’s the sight of the 
grizzled townies who 
drink in the front bar rub- 
bing shoulders with the 
punk types from the back 
room. There's the fre- 
quent sight of Andrea 
Gillis, the extroverted 
booking agent and Red 
Chord frontwoman, out- 
dancing everybody else in 
the audience. Most of all, 
there’s beer and rock and 
roll — two things that one can find cheap 
and in quantity. 

Funky dungeons like the Abbey have 
been around for as long as there’s been a 
Boston scene; the Abbey itself has been 
there since the end of Prohibition (and 
from the looks of things, so have a few of 
the patrons in the front room). It’s a step 
away from showcase clubs like the Middle 
East and T.T. the Bear’s Place, and even 
farther from the long arm of Clear Channel. 
The best places of this sort embrace their 
own musical style: there’s the loud rock 
that plays O’Brien’s in Allston, the Mor- 
phine family of bands who pitch their tent 
at the Lizard Lounge, the singer-songwrit- 
ers who crowd Toad in Porter Square. 

The Abbey’s claim to 
fame is its position as the 
hub of a neo-garage scene, 
one that draws equally from 
old and new school (prime 
example: the venerable Real 
Kids are set to play a 
Wednesday residency 
through October; up-and- 
coming rockers the Charms 
will do the same in Novem- 
ber). Local heroes like Mr. 
Airplane Man, Asa Brebner, 
Caged Heat, and Kenne 
Highland (lately playing a 
tune called “Not Too Shab- 
by at the Abbey”) are part of 
the regular crowd. So are 
newer bands like Triple 
Thick and the Coffin Lids, 
who bring true-blue garage 
rock to folks who aren’t 
quite old enough to remem- 
ber Cantones (or even the 
Rat). And the Abbey atmos- 
phere feels like home to 
those who do remember 
those spots. As long-time DMZ and Down- 
beat 5 guitarist J.J. Rassler puts it, “Where 
else are you gonna seé Christmas lights, an 
American flag, and bras on the wall?” 

“This used to be the dart room,” Gillis 
notes as she points out the dart board that 
still hangs in the club’s music room. Al- 
though she’s too young for Cantone’s, she’s 
been in the neighborhood long enough to 
remember when the 1369 was a jazz club 
(instead of a coffeehouse) and the Inn 
Square Men’s Bar stood where the expand- 
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ed S&S Deli is now. “Inman 
Square used to be a great music 
scene, and it would be great to get 
that back. Everybody around here 
wants to see something beautiful 
happen. And this place sure ain’t 
beautiful, but it just so happens 
that the best bands in town play 
here.” 

One thing the Boston rock cir- 
cuit hasn’t seen in a long while is 
an R&B band with a female singer 
who rips it up in Joplin/Tina 
Turner fashion. Gillis fits the mold 
with a voice that’s raspy, brassy, 
and pretty damn sexy at times. 
Like a good live set, Red Chord’s 
CD Wicked 
(recorded at the 
Abbey in late 
2000) builds in- 
tensity as it goes. 
There are some 
cooler ballads at 
the start, but by 
the time she gets 
to the self-ex 
planatory “Rip 
Your Clothes 
Off,” you can hear a “whooo” go 
up inthe audience. 

“That's a pretty honest song 
about a guy I was angry with at 
the time. | felt better after writing 
it.” Did the song help her love 
life? “Not really, because the guys 
are all scared of me anyway; they think all 
the Red Chord women are scary. Probably 
because we're usually the last to leave a bar. 

“| hear the Janis Joplin comparisons all 
the time, but I’m not really a huge fan of 
hers. She’s white and so am I; she loved 
Etta James and so do I.” Gillis and key- 
boardist Andrea Gaudette formed Red 
Chord four years ago; they’ve lately been 
joined by Emily Grogan, a solo singer and

guitarist of some note, here playing sax (“I 
hadn’t played saxophone since high school, 
but I had to give them a reason to let me in 
the band,” she explains). Although Red 
Chord’s roots are strictly R&B, so far 
they’ve-found most of their fans on the rock 
circuit. “Kind of weird, isn’t it?”, Gillis says. 
“But we’re a little like punk rock because we 
make mistakes, we’re not perfect but we try 
to get an energy going between the crowd 
and us. I know that when I’m on stage, it’s 
the most excited I’ve ever felt.” Now break- 


ing in a new bassist, Red Chord are set to 
play acoustically at the neighboring Inman 
Square pub the Druid on October 16. 

Two bands who've cut their teeth on 
Abbey gigs, Triple Thick and the Coffin Lids 
have a lot in common: they share a drum- 
mer (Jim Seary), a style, and an attitude. 
And they’ve both written odes to irresponsi- 
ble living. The Coffin Lids have, of course, 
“Beer and Rock’n’Roll.” Triple Thick have 
“Monday Night” (whose guitar 
lick is, | swear, pinched from 
BTO’s “Takin’ Care of Business” 
and whose chorus goes “Going 
out on a Monday night/Drink a 
whole lot of booze, start the week 
off right”). It opens their upcom- 
ing Triple Thick Hits Bottom (on 
their own Leisure King label), 
which sports 10 songs in a big 23 
minutes and a cover that shows 
the band in a passed-out state. 

If you’re headed that way your- 
self, you'd probably want to hear 
the kind of three-chord, hook- 
heavy songs the band dish out. At 
a recent Abbey show, they 
worked in covers from mid-’60s 
England and late-’70s Boston 
(the Who’s “Mary-Anne with the 
Shaky Hands” and the Nervous 
Eaters’ “Loretta”), plus a bunch 
of originals that could have come 
from either setting. In keeping 
with the band’s desire to rock as 
much as possible, Hits Bottom is 
their fourth release (three albums 
and an EP) since April 2001 — a strategy, | 
suggest, that might undercut sales of each 
disc. “It’s true, we put out way too many 
records, says singer/guitarist Mitch Murphy 
(Itai Halevi is on bass; Rock Bottom gui- 
tarist Charles Hansen is a part-time mem- 
ber). “But then, we don’t press too many 
copies of ’em.” So how to explain the band’s 
prolific nature? “Short-attention span. We 
play the kind of music that our friends want 
to see. | don’t consider us that original. 
There’s loads of bands out there that never

talk about their influences — the point is, 
can they pick out the good stuff? | grew up 
on all those Throbbing Lobster records [the 
mid-’80s Boston label], and I’m glad you 
can see people play that kind of music. | 
think our songs are pretty focused booze 
sex, and nightly misadventures.” 

Add a bit of Cramps-inspired ghoulish 
ness to that equation and you'd have the 
Coffin Lids, who are indeed set to play the 
Abbey on October 31. Mike Feudale, who’s 
also the frontman of the rockabilly band the 
Speed Devils, thinks the two styles aren’t 
that far apart. “It’s rock and roll any way 
you cut it, though you can find the so-called 
Nazis in every genre. There’s no rhyme o1 
reason we'd be having a garage revival, but 
I’m glad I’m seeing it happen. Some people 
think it’s old hat, but that’s fine 
ly since I’m coming from the rockabilly 
scene, and that’s even older-hat.”

MIKEY DEE’S 40TH. There are at least 
two reasons that Mikey Dee’s 40th-birthday 
show at the Kirkland Café this Saturday will 
be notable. First, one of Dee’s favorite 
bands, hard-driving popsters the Barnies, are 
playing their first show in eight years (along 
with Baby Ray, current home of Barnies 
bassist Pete Sutton and drummer Nathan 
Logus). Second, Dee himself will be there. 
The much-liked WMFO DJ], writer, and 
scenester suffered a stroke that left him 
bedridden four years ago; he’s been recover- 
ing at a frustratingly slow pace, but recover- 
ing just the same. 

“He still can’t talk or move much, but he 
can laugh,” Sutton reports. “I saw him last 
week and he was roaring at my various cat- 
erwaulings.” Friendship with Dee is largely 
responsible for reuniting the Barnies (whose 
third member, guitarist Avram Gleitsman, 
recently wrote a bunch of songs for the Blue 
Man Group). “It’s gonna be one of those 
bittersweet but fun one-shot reunions. Can't 
believe it’s been eight years. We just started 
rehearsing, and believe me, there’s nothing 
more depressing than us not being able to 
remember the parts that we wrote.” # 
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LAURIE ANDERSON: 
HAPPINESS, UNDER 
CONSTRUCTION 


Laurie Anderson’s funny, moving, and 
curious new monologue-in-progress is 
called Happiness, yet it began a week 
ago last Saturday at Harvard’s Sanders 
Theatre with a dark overture. Anderson 
played a violin electronically doctored to 
cover the range of viola, cello, and bass 
with the added wallop of a synth string 
section on its low end. Although her 
light snatches of melody were joyful, the 
mood was colored by the broad strokes 
of foreboding dissonance she drew with 
her bow. Thus began a string of linked 
narratives that seemed to make the ar- 
gument that “happiness” is simply a 
matter of the degree to which we're able 
to survive and adapt to our world 

Not a cheery notion, but certainly ap- 
propriate to a time when diminishing 
fortunes and the escalating threat of war 
are setting the tone of American life. In- 
deed, even the tone of Anderson’s work. 
When we'd spoken the week before, she 
had said she was considering removing 
references to the September 11 terrorist 
attacks from Happiness. Yet they gov- 
erned its beginning, as she recounted 
the way trucks full of rubble moving 
past her Lower Manhattan residence 
had changed her perception of her 
neighborhood. As she spun tales 
many plucked from her own life — An- 
derson wove a constant, light gauze of 
electronic keyboard and rhythm sounds 
beneath her words. The music, mostly 
nondescript except for several captivat- 
ing violin breaks, worked as glue as each 
vignette subtly or dramatically unfolded 
into the notion of survival. There was 
her account of her stay with an Amish 
family driven by anger and resentment, 
and how she endured what was sup- 
posed to be a silent Buddhism-inspired 
trip down the Green River after it was 
ruined by the presence of a shrill sup- 
port group. 

Anderson also probed the idea of how 
we edit reality to make the past or pres- 
ent tolerable. She talked — in a low-key 
but melodic fashion — about the long 
hospital stay she endured after breaking 
her back at age 12, and how she'd told 
the story many, many times in a fairly 
blithe manner until, recently, her memo- 
ry was jogged and she recalled the 
buried truths — how the ward stank of 
burned flesh and echoed with crying 
children at night, and how many of 
those children died. She also used the 
current presidential saber rattling to il- 
lustrate how we can be led from the 
truth, making the point that, “in the 
end,” figures like Osama bin Laden and 
Saddam Hussein are often “not even 
vaguely the one you're looking for.”

MR. AIRPLANE MAN: 
NEW AND NEWER 


If things had gone as planned at last 
Saturday night’s DMZ/Mr. Airplane 
Man gig at the Middle East, there would 
have been a Boston garage-rock first: 
the Lyres were scheduled to make a sur- 
prise show-opening appearance, in ef- 
fect allowing loony-tune soul-punk 
madman (and frontman for both DMZ 
and the Lyres) Jeff “Monoman” Conolly 
to open for himself. The occasion for 
these well-laid plans was auspicious 
enough: a new album by Mr. Airplane 
Man, the girl-girl, guitar-drums duo 
who have become Boston’s great 
garage-punk hope. The Lyres didn’t 
play, but there was plenty going on 
without them.

and already Mr. Airplane Man are trying out fresh material 


proprietor of the California label Sym- 
pathy for the Record Industry, who 
signed the Airplanes a couple years back 
after being tipped off by Memphis blues- 
punk granddaddy Jeffrey Evans. It 
might've helped that the last outfit Evans 
had brought him was a blues-punk duo 
called the White St: pes. Even so, Mr 
Airplane Man are about as far from the 
White Stripes as you can get while still 
being, well, a blues-punk duo. Margaret 
Garrett’s ruptured, Delta-style slide 
playing and delicate, finger-picked 
reveries sound older, darker, and more 
forlorn than Jack White’s portable Zep- 
pelin songbook. Tara McManus’s back- 
beats tell a story in and of themselves 
her playing mimics the evolution of rock 
and roll from the spare, hypnotic trance 
thump of Mississippi hill-country fife- 
and-drum music through to Diddleybeat 
rumble, with rhythms that carry the 
weight not only of accent and drive but 
of narrative, too. 

Until just recently, Mr. Airplane Man 
songs fell into two camps: ghostly tradi- 
tional country-blues songs in the tradi- 
tion of Jessie May Hemphill, Howlin’ 
Wolf, and Fred McDowell, and snarling 
atom-bomb garage punk along the lines 
of Doo Rag and the Gories. The new 
Moanin’ has its share of both, including 
a version of McDowell's “Sun Sinkin’ 
Low,” the title track (by Wolf), and the 
traditional spiritual “Jesus on the Main 
line” — the latter two of which they’ve 
been playing since the late Mark Sand- 
man recorded their early demos. But 
when Garrett prefaced “Very Bad Feel- 
ing,” she introduced it as a new kind of 
Mr. Airplane Man song: a “pretty one.” 
Along with “Not Living At All” (already 
a clear crowd favorite) and “W*nderin’” 
(which didn’t make the set list), “Very 
Bad Feeling” finds Garrett playing with 
a poetic, dark-hued melodic sensibility 
that falls somewhere between Suzanne 
Vega and (on “Not Living at All,” at 
least) the early Lyres. At this point the 
group’s proficiency is evolving so quick- 
ly that the songs sounded better live 
than they do on the album; and though 
Moanin’ was just hitting stores last 
week, at the Middle East Garrett and 
McManus were already debuting newer 
material slated for their next release. 
Stay tufied.

NEKO CASE & 
HER BOYFRIENDS: 
THAT VOICE 


Were it not for That Voice, one might 

have been tempted to concentrate on the 
singer’s marvelous tumble of ginger-red 
hair, which was enhanced to a strawber- 
ry hue by lighting, mood, or her own 


imagination. Were it not for That Voice, 
one’s attention would also have been 
drawn to the-resourceful pair of musi 
cians who kept accenting and shadow 
ing its magnificent movement with just 
the right coloring and pacing 

But in the end — and in the begin 
ning, too the only thing that mat 
tered was That Voice, which belonged 
to Neko Case, a Canadian-born 
singer-songwriter of the first orde1 
whose set of pipes made it damn near 
impossible to focus on anything else 
for very long, except of course the 
songs and how easy she made all those 
hard tales sound. On the fourth stop of 
a 25-date tour in support of her new 
Blacklisted (Bloodshot), Case dazzled 
a sold-out Saturday crowd that packed 
the House of Blues with a beguiling 
75-minute set that showcased her 
equal facility with torch and twang, not 
to mention the highs and lows in be- 
tween. The vocal comparisons have al 
ready been made to trad-country gi- 
ants like Loretta Lynn — and the alter- 
na-country crowd has been quick to 
claim and crown her as one of its own 

but the real beauty of her soaring 
range and crystalline shimmer is that 
its emotional elegance has as much to 
do with Dusty Springfield and Petula 
Clark as with Patsy Cline. 

Accompanied by Her Boyfriends, a 
duo comprising steel-guitar whiz Jon 
Rauhouse and upright-bass player 
Tom V. Ray, Case played it soulful and 
straight, imbuing stormy missives like 
“Set Out Running” and the silvery 
hymnal arc of “Deep Red Bells” with a 
chilling, bell-clear gravity, caressing 
their melodies and lingering over the 
notes like a lover reluctant to say 
goodbye. “Make Your Bed,” the waltz- 
time tune that closed the show, is 
something she wrote with her pals in 
the cracked courfttry outfit the Sadies, 
and as handsomely as she sang it Sat- 
urday, the song sounded like nothing 
so much as an invitation to suicide. 

At times, her playful banter with an 
audience that included her visiting 
grandparents seemed at odds with the 
desire-racked desolation (“Twist the 
Knife”) and restless ferment (“Black- 
listed”) of her material; but such is the 
paradox of an artist unbound by any 
narrow notion of country authenticity. 
She took the stage clad in Chuck Tay- 
lor sneaks and later dedicated a Hank 
Williams song to her family. Singing 
over plunking banjos and weeping lap 
steels one moment and her own jet- 
black electric guitar the next, Case 
sounded, as the saying goes, a little bit 
country and a little bit rock and roll. 
And as she proved Saturday, she was 
greater and more compelling than the 
sum of both parts.

ber of the latter. 

Little in this book is al-. 
lowed to stray from the path set out by edi 
tor Deepak Narang Sawhney, who tells us 
over and over that the city “is an epic tale of 
racial disharmony, territorial conquest, and 
the attempted extermination of the original 
peoples.” For Sawhney, LA is a city of civic 
instability, economic disenfranchisement, so- 
cial inequality, police brutality, and milita- 
rized public space. It is defined by what it no 
longer has: an identity, an ecosystem, a good 
school system, and cops who aren’t vicious 
race-baiting thugs. 

It’s not that Unmasking gets any of this 


wrong it just doesn’t get it all. In trying 


to tell the story of power, the writers fall prey

to power itself by forgetting that this is not 
the only story that needs to be told. There is 
also the story of culture, how people respond 
to power and make sense of their own lives. 
As one of Unmasking’s own contributors, 
Roger Keil, asks of this trend toward turning 
LA into one big metaphor for global urban 
distress, “Where is the Los Angeles filled 
with human interaction, a place where in-

credibly complex social relationships . . . are 
reproduced daily?” 

One place to look is in the music of 
’achuco Boogie (Arhoolie), a dazzling col- 
lection of R&B-tweaked swingers recorded 
by Chicano musicians between 1948 and 
1954. These were not easy years for LA Chi- 
canos. Just five years before Don Tosti’s 


Pachuco Boogie Boys honked and shouted 
their way through “Pachuco Boogie” — a 
song that celebrated the pleats and drapes of 
the pachuco zoot suit and the linguistic 
codes of pachuco-speak, calé — the Zoot 
Suit riots found suited Chicanos getting as- 
saulted in the streets by hordes of off-duty 
white military men. The "40s had made 
Sawhney’s “racial disharmony” a way of 
urban life: anti- Mexican and anti-black 
sentiment was everywhere (the black 
main drag of Central Ave was shut 
down because too many white girls 
were showing up), and Japanese-Ameri 
cans were being corraled in racetracks 

But if we focused only on these injus 
tices, we would miss what they inspired. 
We would miss the mambos, rumbas, 
corridos, and blues that Chicanos were 
playing after spending hours listening to 
black music. We would miss the stories 
of laborers and roughnecks, of girls 
who drink too much and boys who let 
them. We would miss all the love songs 
(“I got a girlfriend who knows how to 
love”) and dance shuffles (“Shake it 
here, shake it there”) and marijuana 
odes (“Beer makes me ill/Wine makes 
me crazy/ Tequila tastes terrible/ But 
weed . . . Oh yeah!”). We would miss 
black meeting brown in a dance step or 
a piano solo. 

We would miss, in short, the sound 
of pleasure in the face of terror. “Se 
pone a todo tren cuando bailan boo- 
gie,” Lalo Guerrero sang on “Chicas Patas 
Boogie.” “Everything is all right when you 
dance boogie.” This was Guerrero’s un- 
masked LA, a city that doesn’t succumb to 
apocalypse but makes music out of it, 
whether that be at the end of a police billy- 
club, between cracks of shifting earth, or 
over breakfast at a table full of strangers. @

Blindside and Project 86 
spread the P.O.D. gospel

ast fall, P.O.D.’s “Alive” was one of the 

hottest songs on rock radio. A year 

later, the San Diego pop-metal band 
are still flying high: they’ve sold three million 
copies of their second major-label album, 
Satellite (Atlantic), which was recently reis- 
sued with extra tracks and a bonus DVD. 
They’ve had three further hits: the tender 
elegy “Youth of the Nation,” the rap-metal 
party jam 
“Boom,” and 


‘Cute Boring Love,” Christian abandons the 
spiritual conceit entirely and puts on his best 


emo voice to sing about girls. He turns his 


thoughts to the Lord again on the title track, 
a gorgeous acoustic ballad about the rewards 


of faith. 

Southern California’s Project 86 share 
both their Christian-metal roots and theit 
management team with P.O.D. and Blind- 
side. Their major-label debut, Drawing 
Black Lines (Atlantic), came out shortly

And 
the heavy-metal 
spiritual “Alive,” 
the biggest 
Christian-in- 
spired rock 
song since U2’s 
“I Still Haven't 
Found What

For,” has them 
being showered 
with praise for 
having restored 
positivity to the 
rock world. 

In the mean- 
time, P.O.D.’s 
success has 
cleared a path 
to the rock ql 
mainstream for Bia 
legions of other 
bands in the 
Christian punk- 
metal under- 
ground who 
harbor crossover dreams. Stockholm’s 
Blindside are the most prominent: their new 
Silence (Three Points/Elektra) is the first 
release on P.O.D.’s Three Points vanity 
label. With two discs on the Seattle Christ- 
ian-metal label Solid State and a couple of 
P.O.D. tours under their belts, the band 
have been making waves in the under- 
ground for years. But Silence, which was 
recorded with P.O.D. producer Howard 
Benson, marks the first time Blindside have 
made a CD in the US. They’re starting to 
get some love at radio, and they’re opening 
for Hoobastank on a national tour that hits 
the Roxy this Friday. 

Blindside share P.O.D.’s spiritual bent as 
well as that band’s DIY roots. But they’re 
not clones — they show a more pronounced 
hardcore influence than their rock-star bud- 
dies, and frontman Christian substitutes po- 
etic screaming for the hip-hop flow of 
P.O.D. vocalist Sonny. On the first single, 
“Pitiful,” the band are disgraced sinners of- 
fering pretty vocal melodies and self-lacerat- 
ing guitar riffs to God in exchange for for- 
giveness. The song isn’t as ipbeat as “Alive,” 
but its vivid crucifixion imagery and Christ- 
ian’s climactic howl (“And I remember every 
word you said!”) put them on the right stair- 
way to heaven. 

Christian is a sharper lyricist than your 
average introspective hardcore frontman, 
and Blindside come up with as many bracing 
pop choruses as they do noisy left turns. 
“Caught a Glimpse” finds them brooding in 
harmony over a thunderous groove that 
sounds as if it were missing a few beats; 
“Sleepwalking” bounces between good-time 
funk metal and an epic chorus that bleeds 
desperation. The religious overtones aren't 
always as explicit as they are in “Pitiful”: on

STAIRWAYS TO HEAVEN: P.O. D.’s success has cleared a path to 


the rock mainstream for legions of Christian punk-metal bands like 


after P.O.D.’s during the rap-metal explo- 
sion of a few years back. It wasn’t a hit, but 
Project 86 outdid many of their Christian- 
rock and Bizkit-fed peers with their bleak 
candor and razor-sharp delivery. Now 
they’re back with Truthless Heroes (Atlantic) 
and a crucial opening spot on the upcoming 
Taproot tour, which hits Axis October 23 

Project 86 are calling Truthless Heroes a 
concept album — something few contempo- 
rary metal bands have attempted. It’s an en- 
raged Commentary on the evils of American 
pop culture: an individual with a television 
set for a head adorns the cover, and “com- 
mercials” are placed at regular intervals 
throughout the disc to simulate the feel of an 
hour-long TV show. 

“Hollow Again,” the first single, is a slight 
disappointment: its plodding beats and 
downcast hooks are listless new-metal 
stand-bys, and frontman Andrew Schwab's 
cynicism is overbearing. Never one to prose- 
lytize in the first place, he spends the song 
and much of the album questioning his own 
faith, something that won’t endear the band 
to hardcore Christian-rock fans. But Project 
86 can still shred, and they also have some 
fun with the concept: “S.M.C.” tosses a few 
punked-up barbs at the Church, and “Anoth- 
er Boredom Movement” is a noise-addled 
rant against the music industry. There’s 
plenty of well-articulated angst on Truthless 
Heroes, but it would be great if some positive 
vibes from P.O.D. and Blindside could start 
rubbing off on Project 86 sometime soon. @

Now that the 

Hives are on the radio, pushing Scan- 
dinavian rock to the Man has never been so 
easy. This fall, Universal is reissuing the 
Soundtrack of Our Lives’ classic-rocking 
Behind the Music, which I've already raved 
about in these pages (the band hit the Par- 
adise on November 4); Epitaph is bringing 
out Division of Laura Lee’s nocturnal Black 
City (they play Bill’s Bar this Saturday); and 
the mega-indie Jetset is issuing Jennie Bomb, 
a sweet-tarty riot by Sweden’s answer to the 
Donnas, Sahara Hotnights (who'll be at the 
Middle East on October 20.) 

There are a couple of great Repeater-era 
Fugazi-type songs on Black City. The first 
shock of Swedish punk rock is the shame- 
lessness with which Swedes imitate their 
influences. The second comes once you've 
heard a disc a couple of times and you start 
wondering whether the imitators haven't 
outdone the original. Black City’s title track, 
with its skewed angles suddenly converging 
at an anthemic point of attack, could be a 
“Merchandise” for the Internet age. If “Sec- 
ond Rule Is” isn’t the phantom twin of 
“Waiting Room,” it’s damn close, and I’ve

This isn’t the only 
thing DOLL do well, but it is what they do 
best. 


DOLL come from the Swedish tradition 
embodied by Refused, and more recently the 
International Noise Conspiracy — bands 
who have picked up the thread of earnest, 
progressive post-hardcore where Nation of 
Ulysses and the Make-Up left off. (The next 
time I hear DOLL compared to the Stooges, 
I’m going to make the offender eat the unex- 
purgated seven-disc Fun House sessions.) 
Competing claims to the contrary, there’s 
only one song on Black City that sounds 

even remotely like the Hives; that said, the 
song in question, “Number One,” sounds 
almost exactly like “Main Offender” — 
that is, if the Hives were fronted by lan 

MacKaye and Guy Picciotto. 

Black City was produced by TSOOL 
bassist Kalle Gustavsson, who brings the 
full TSOOL arsenal of classic-rock tricks 
and transforms the disc from Fugazi hom- 
age into a reconciliation between feral 
American post-punk and moody British 
pop. You can’t get much more Behind the 
Music than DOLL's “I Guess I’m Healed,” 
which is all acid-Stones psych-rock, slow 
and stoned with “Sympathy for the Devil”- 
style bongo backbeats. Completists will 
recognize the two-minute interlude “| 
Walk on Broken Glass,” a disquieting 
whisper of funereal organ swell and cheap 
piano plink, as a close relative to TSOOL's 
Barrett-esque fragment “In Someone 
Else’s Mind.” But if Black City brings more 
popcraft and psychedelic swirl and shim- 
mery bite to Dischord-style post-punk than 
the entire Jade Tree catalogue, that’s partly 
because DOLL have also been sampling 
UK mega-retropop — Primal Scream, 
Spacehog, the Jesus and Mary Chain. 

You'd expect a song called “The Truth Is 
Fucked” to be a Fugazi ripoff no matter who 
the band is, but in fact the DOLL track 
buzzes with epic Stone Roses/Oasis—style 


spectral majesty. And if that sounds like an 
anachronism, the place “Trapped In” is 
trapped in appears to be Kevin Shields’s 
basement circa 1988. If what people used to 
call “emo” (as opposed to what passes for it 
now) had ever become massively popular, it 
might’ve sounded like this. 

If Black City evokes a long, brooding 
Scandinavian winter of discontent, Sahara 
Hotnights’ fabulous Jennie Bomb seems 
minted in the image of a cruel Swedish 
summer: sudden, harshly bright, over too 
soon. Formed almost a decade ago, the all- 
female foursome spent their teenage years 
mining girl grunge (Hole, P] Harvey, Cran- 
berries) for Swedish Grammys. But save for 
a vestigial hint of singer/guitarist Maria An- 
dersson’s PJ fixation on a couple of tunes, 
you'd never know that from Jennie Bomb, a 
giddy, carefree, ebullient romp through 
Sweden’s signature hard-rock/glam-punk 
back alleys that sounds for all the world like 
the Runaways maxing out their charge cards 
on Bananarama’s luscious girl-gang har- 
monies. The shout-along opener, “Alright 
Alright (Here’s My Fist Where’s the 
Fight?),” and their soaring, ’80s-metal 
homage “On Top of Your World” establish 
their priorities: nothing more vexing than 
fast times and shouting out loud, with 
maybe a little misdemeanor lawbreaking on 
the side. Whether they’re playing cheap 
tricks on the Kiss catalogue a la the Hella- 
copters — yes, that’s the “God of Thunder” 
lick at the beginning of “Fall into Line” — 
or taking the Clash to the Clinique counter 
on “Are You Happy Now?”, they’re never 
less than electrifying. &
